bhi Cough cometh divers and fundry waies to the fto- 
mack, as by cold, and that is one of the mof common 
eaufes that may be, andis of fmall importance, ‘becaufe’ it will 
soe away of it felfe without medicine. There is another kind 
of Cough that troubleth much old folke, and that is of a Ca- 
tarrhous humour. The third kind of Cough written of by us, 
isthat which cometh to thofe that have the Fever Heétick, 
Alfo there is another kind whichis caufed: of ‘the French Pox. 
And thefe’are the foure kindesof: Coughes that do commonly 
happen vnto men-and women. The firft kind: of Cough that 
happeneth unto-man through cold, is eafieto be helped, for na- 
ture of it felfwill help it without any other helpe : but if thou 
wilt helpe nature thou maieft with eafe, and that fhall be with 
eating drie and apperatiue meates, and drinking good wine, 
and fothe Cough will soe away ‘quickly. But the Cough which 
cometh’ to old folk,. is caufed of a Catartlious humour,which 
is nothing elfe but debilitie of nature, for lack of natural! heat, 
the whichcaufeth the ftomack that it cannot digeft his meate 
mfuch ordet.as iv fthould; but ingendreth thofe fupetfiuous 
humoars, that eanfe the Cough. And thisimift be helped'with 

: keep- 
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keeping of diet; that is,to eat little meat, and. to ufe thing 
that warm the ftomack and help-digeftion, and this thou 
fhalt doe inthis order. Take 3. it. of our Avomatico, which 
hath vertue to evacuate the ftomack, and then ufe our 
Quinteffence ,of Wine, and annoint the ftomack with our 
Balm artificiall, and fo fhalt thou help this kind of Cough.

: ently 
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fently he loofeth his. appetite and cannot eat; afterward it 
corrupteth the blood, for by experience,if you let them blood, 
it is alwaies found-corrupted, and not as it is in 4 found 
bodie.

The firftis, to evacuate the ftomack : The fe- 
cond,to purge by urine : The third,to evacuate the bodie: And 
the fourth is, to purge by fweat: Which four operations may 
be done one after another with great eafe, and will reftore 
the Patienttohis health.

the blood, ingendereth evill qualities in the Liver, and diftem- 
I pereth. 
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pereth all the body of thofe that are troubled thezewith. 
Alfo we may fee, that thofe which are infected with that kind 
of difeafe, moft commonly have Warts, or Carvoli, Pellaria, 
Botches, Scabs, Tumours, painesofthe Stomack, in the 
Armes and Legs; with a number of other more ftrange. ac- 
cidents that come through that difeafe, But whenthat in- 
firmity infecteth inwardly , teworketh thefe effe&ts: It bring- 
eth Emeroides , painesin the Entrals , Fluxes of the body, 
continuall {pitting , Goworrea, orrunning of the Reines, and 
fuch like effects. Al} the which. caufe difficulty of Urine, 
ef the which difficulty, there ufeth to ingender the Stone, 
Gravel! , Vifcofity , Stitch in the fide , and divers other mif- 
chiefs very hurtfull unto the body.

THis infirmity may come of divers and fundry caufes. 
Nevertheleffe,1 will treat of fome of the principall, and of 
moft importance ; and alfo will fhew the true order to help 
them with eafe and brevitie. The firft caufe affigned by me 
‘sthe Stone inthe Bladder, and this is inamanner uncura- 
ble. ‘The fecond caufe is, the running of the Reins, the

Pox,andto fhew it plainer,it is an Ulcerin the neck of the 
bladder where the Urine entreth into the.

Here is found a certain bird called Solone, of Albertus 
J Magnus inhis Book of Secrets ; the which birds are ve- 


ry plenteous in Rome, and are called Palmum belle, and in 


Lumbardie, Saffarvoli, the which in Englith 1 fuppofe, ts cal- . 


led a Ring Dove, or Wood-colver, or the Stock Dove, which 
Birds are fubjedt to the Stone, that if you keep them in a Cage, 
and feed themwith fuch meat as they commonly ufe, being 
deprived of their medicine, within the {pace of four or fix 
moneths at the moft, there will ingender a Stone inthe belly 
fo great, that their meat cannot paffe through them, and fo 
choaketh them, and they die, and that.is becaufe the poot 
Bird cannot goe and help himfelf with that Medicine which 
Nature hath taught her. For thofe that are at libertie in the 
field, fie unto the Sea-fide, and there they find a certain kind 
of fall {tone very hard,the which ftone hath vertue to dif- 


folve the ftone in the bodie ofthe Bird, and this Bird bees 
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it by the inftinct of Nature, and eateth great abundance of 
them, and fo diffolveth the ftone in their bellies, and live 
along time after it. without any trouble of the Stone... You 
fhall underftand, that this ftone is unpoffible to be found in 
any other place, then in the belly of the faid bird, becaufe 
they are very little, and mans reafon cannot difcern them 
from other Stones, the which being beat in powder, with the 
flowers of Elders, and Cinnamon, of each a like, and given to 
drink with broth, infhort time it will diffolve the Stone, and 
caufe them to avoid it with their Urine moft miraculoufly : 
But if you ask me the reafon,1 know not what I fhall anfwer, 
but I hold it to be his proper hidden qualitie and. vertue. 
For truly this! have taughtto many, and have feen the ex- 
perience thereof fundrie times, and it cured the moft part 
that did ufe it. Fortruely the vertue of Stones are very great 
unto thofe that know them. I fawonce two Stones in Lome 
of ineftimable vertue ; The one wasaround Corall likeunto 
the Serpentine Purphire, but. therein was much sreen,and was 
of that vertue that being laid upon the flefh of aman or wo- 
man, it caufeth them to piffe great- abundance, fo that it were 
to be wondred at. The other Stone: was of Dia/per, but bright 
and thorough fhining with certain white veins, and was of fuch 
vertue, that being laid on a wound, prefently the blood ftench- 
ed, fo that.there,fell notidown onedrop,.. Lhe which Stones 
were inthe hand. of anald Spaniard, who faid,he brought them 
out of India, from Nova Hifpania...1, have feen alfo divers 
and fundry Stones.of moft {trange vertues., You fhallunder- 
ftand,that thofe Stones of the Bird mutt be gotten in this order.

V/ Ounds in the head, where there is offence of the brain, 
3 are mortall: and there isno Phyfician that will take 
them in cure, but he counteth them dead men without any 
hope. But I by the grace of God and gift of Nature, have 
found the orderto cure and heal them in fhort time. TI re- 
ember that when one was wounded in the head in the fa- 
mous Citie of Naples, yea, although the brain werenot hurt, 
but that the skin were cut unto the bone, they counted him 
mortall, but [ dreffed them,and clofed their wounds, and help- 
ed them in fhort fpace, fo that they wondred thereat; and 
that order I ufed for the {pace of feven yeers that I) tarried 
there, and caufed them to walk in the ftreets, as it is well 
known unto all thofe that dwell there. And among a num- 
ber of other, I cured a Portingall that was called, 1/ Seignior 
Diego di mena, of whom I took away all the bone of the 
forehead, and every day he came to my lodging to be cu- 
red, which 1 did with great fpeed, fo that it caufed every one 
to marvell thereat.

So that you may fee that Camphire and Oyle are hot and 
friends unto the fire which is moft hoe, and earth, ftones, and 
mettalls, are moift and cold, and are enemies unto the tire , 
and therefore I conclude, that Wxgvento Camphorato is very 
hot, and cannot by any meanes.cool ‘hot Ulcers. Alfo Uz- 
guentum Apsftolorum isa compofition in which there is put 
Veratgriece ,a materiall which is moft enemie unto the fore, 
for laying it thereto eaufeth great pain, as you may under- 
ftand of thofe that have proved'it, and in my judgement this 
is no Unguent to be laid on a fore , becaufe they cannot 
fuffer it;neither is it poflible to heal the fore with that Un- 
guent, for that it corrodeth the flefhand will not let it heal. 
Alfo’ Onguento de minio is a mixture not very profitable’ for 
Ulcers, becaufe it is too much drying ; for applying it unto a 
fore that is not mundified,it drieth it in Sperficse,fo that if.

Ed Corall isa ftone,the which moft. commonly doth grow 
upon baked ftones or bricks, andto approve it to be fo, 
there is a certain I{land.of Barbarie,the which is called Tobac- 
co,the which was fometimes inhabited, but fichefice the Sea hath 
he ftones of thé houfes, 

and the Bricks were {cattered in the battome of thar Sea, and ,

that. in the yeer154o. I being in AZeffna, a famous Citie in 

the Realm of Cici/iz, 1 faw a Fifherman ‘caft his Netin the 

sate hard’ by the cower called Salvatore ; and he took up a 

branch of red Corall that was grown upon a Brick, and was 

of fuch greatnefle and beautie, as: had not been feen in 

two hundred yeers before. So that by thisT have proved,that 

the Coral! doth grow upon Bricks, or baked ftones, and 

thefe have great vertue in Phyfick and Chirurgerie, when they 

be diffolved in the juyce of Limons’,.or diftilled Vinegar. 

For howfoever it be taken inwardly, it comforteth the fto- 
mack,and, maketh the heart merrie, diffolveth the Fever, and 
not without great caufe: For it is fo good of nature, that our 
nature doth‘defire it. Corall being calcined and diffolved

verily beleeve that this Salt is a fifth Element, becaufe 
Salt would be called no other then wifedome , as a man 
may fay, tafte.

Moreover 
this Salt ferveth much in Phyfick and Chirurgery, for they 
putit intu Clifters, and lay italfo upon wourds. But Ihave 
found a way to prepare this Salt fweet like Sugar, but yet Salt, 
and is of fuch a'pleafant taft, that dt comforteth them that 
ufe it,and this is called Sal conditm Leonardo, the which 
Salt is good againft Worms, and commforteth the ftomack, 
gaufeth an appetite, purgeth the Urine, with a nupepes of

N Vitriol are many Secrets which untill this time have been 

hidden, by meanes of which there may be done many ftrange 
and great matters in divers operations, not onely in Phyfick 
and Chirurgery, but in many otherthings: Ye flall there- 
fore take Vitriol and putit in a pot, -and make him fweat 
untill yee fee him weep ; the which ‘fweat being taken from 
him, is a mortall enemie unto fharp Fevers, when it is drunk 
with fodden or diftilled waters. Alfo if thofethat have the 
Etica or Tiflick doe drinke it with AZel Rofarnum, it will doe 
them great pleafure, it ferveth alfo. to. make the hair of the 
head or beard black. Thenifthat by force of fire yee caufe 
him'to vomit a black liquor, it will be a thing very apt to 
diffolve. any humour, the which in fhort time will diflolve any 
pain. Fer if ye put it into Gangrena, or other putrified Ul- 
cer, it doth mundifie it with great fpéed: It mortifieth Warts 
Chaps, Fiftulaes, and any kind of thofe humours. «If it be 
drunken with Wine or other liquor, it is good againft Fevers 
ofany qualitie. Then‘his Feces being reduced into water with 


Vinegar, and his Salt being taken out, it is of fuch vertue, 


that in'a manner it will make men immortall. And above the 
aforefaid matters, in Alchymie it worketh {trange things, for 
by the meanes thereof they may make the great Amalgam 
of Mercurie and AZars, wherewith may be done great: mat- 
ters, and happie fhall he be that goech to work that way.

A ae Orpiment is aftone; as it were; made of feales; and is 
of diverscolours; there is white, and yellow, and red 
like bloud; nevertheleffe, they are all of Sulphurous matter, 


sthe which burneth vifibly like Sulphur, of the which I:know 


noufe neither in Phyfick nor Chirurgery , although that fome 
Chirurgians doe lay it upon fores to dry them ,the which they 
doe for want ofreafon or knowledge: With this Orpiment, 
being mixed with Ca/x viva, and {trong Lie, and fo madeéinto 
an Unguent, they ufeto takeaway hair: It ferveth alfo for 
Painters to. make a yellow colour likeGéld, the which if itbe 
burned; it changeth into another colour.

Here isinSalt agreat vertue , andhis fecrets are Of great 
force, forif Salt be diffolved in the mighty water of Vi- 
triol, together with Jars, and then caufed to vomit with great 


héat,until it remain ina dry powder, and then circulate it with 
our Quinteffence of Wine and Honey. the {pace of a moneth, 
hi ; : the 
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the which ifthe workman ean doe, he thall makea miraculous 
Medicine, which by his vertue and hidden quality, will ferve 
againft ‘divers great infirmities, becaufe his nature is to pre- | 
ferve the body in his firength,and to difcharge all evil humours 
that may offend Nature.

Here are three forts, or kinds, found of common Salt, the 
& one ts natural, the whichis found in Mountaines, as in 
Naples inthe Province of Calabria, where are great Moun- 
taines of it, and alfoin Spain inthe Ifle of Anvifz, and this is 
the Mineral Salt. The fecond kind is Artificial, asis made in 
Germanyin their Cauldrons.. Thethird kind is alfo natural of 
the Sea, which ismade upon dry fandsin pits, by force of the 
Sun ; but the moft-fweet and favoureft is that which is 
made with fire, becaufe itis purified andclean: The Salt of 
the Mountain is ofmore vertue then allthe reftin Phyfick ; 
for when it fhall be‘ calcined forty dayes together in a Furnace, 
and then diffolved with our Quinteffence of Honey, fo that 
there remain no Feces, it will be of fach vertue, that in manher 
it will revive the dead, if you give them thereof a fpoonful. 
With this the antienteft Doors didmarvellous things, and 
they called it the Salt of Wifdome, for he that knew well his 
vertues would

Certain fecrets of Salt-Peter. 
Alt-Peter is-aicertain kind of falt of Urine » the which is

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divers infirmities ; for when it fhall be calcined thirty dayes 
together in a Furnace, with as much Tartar, and then diffolved 
with our Quinteffence, accompanied withthe fpirits of Cin- 
namon, Ginger, and Cloves , itwill bea moft wholfome Me- 
dicine , and will caufe the Profefforsof the Art to be amazed 
at his operation , for ithelpeth the Hectick, and Dropfie, and 
divers {uch like infirmities, the which I will not fpeak of in 
thisiplace, fearing that they will not be credited: Neverthe- 
leffe, thofe thatare difpofedto travel onthat matter hall find 
their defire, and reap great fame in the world.

His Allum is made with the Fecesof Wine, in this manner: 
You fhall underftand | tharin thofe Countries where they 
make Wine, they putitin veffels, andiay them towards the 
Eaft, and then in certain {pace there fetrleth great quantity of 
Feces , the which being put into certain bags, and hanged up 
to dry,the himour runneth out, and the Fefles remain ina hard 
maffe, the which afterward is dried and burned, and the afhes 
thereof is called Almm du Fece , inthe which are found great 
fecrets ; for-without this certain colours cannot be dyed : It 
maketh alfo womens hair yellow , and taketh away all {pots 
or ftaines, and the like vertue it hath in our Phyfick, iftthat the 
workman were able to prepare itas itfhould be, forit will 
tranfmute one complexion into another.

What Cbirurgery is. 


Hirurgery is both Science and practife, and to fay 
the truth , he that will know the compofition of 
mans body, muft ofneceffity have fome Science, 
and be Anatomift, although the fame Science be 

Fr a thingto be learned by practife , forT have feen 
many times, thofe which were unlearned, to be expert in the 
Anatomy of mans body , and thofe were Painters and Draw- 
ers, the which was neceflary for them to know to frame 
their figures accordingly : and therefore J take not that for 
Science, but practife : For Science is onely that wherewith the 
caufes of every infirmity is found out, and is of {mall effed 
to our purpofe, becaufe Chirurgery helpeth not onely the 
caufe, but alfo the effet afterit is known, and therefore I may 
fay, that Chirurgery is no other then'a pure and meet practife, 
and that it is onely neceffary for the Chirurgian to know 
how-to ftitch a Wound well, to mundifie an Ulcer, and to keep 
it from putrifaction, and keep it from alteration, fo that there 
ran, mocevill humours unto the place offended , andto know 
all ‘kind’ of Unguents that are aptto heal all kind of Wounds 
and Ulcers, which thing muft be known by pradtife, And 
likewife to make all manner of Unguents neceflary for Chi- 
rurgery , and forthat caufe I conclude moft truly , that our 
Chirurgery is onely praétife or experience. And that which 
cauferlrme ro-beleeve tt ts-, that Whave-alwayes feen the moft 
part of Chirurgians, when they fhouldhave any cafe in Chi- 
rurgery, they knew not what Unguent would help the fore, 
but many times they prove this, and that, and fo continue 
untill they have found one that is convenient for the fore, 
whereunto it isapplyed , and therefore thisisa certain figne, 
that they kuow not by Science their Medicine to help’ the 
fore, but with experience they fearch it. Therefore if it be fo, 
it 
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it isa fign that] have faid the truth , and fo conclude , that 
Chirurgery is a practife to help fores on mens bodies, and alfo . 
on beafts, when occafion fhall ferve. 


What Wounds are. 


VV Sunds arethofe which in Latine are called Vulnms, 
and ofthe vulgar Vadzera, and they are of two kinds, 
that is, fimple, and compound. The fimple are thofe that 
are onely in the flefh, the compound are thofe where are cut 
Sinewes, Veins, Mufckles, and-Bones, and thefe are of divers 
and fundry kinds, And the difference that is among them ts, 
by the variety of the place where they are wounded , and by 
the difference of the weapon wherewith they were hurt, for 
fome goe right, fome overthwart, fome long, fome broad, 
fome are thrufts or ftocate, that offend divers parts of the 
body. The fimpleare of {mall importance , becaufe if yee 
keep them cleanand clofe fhut, nature will heal them without 
any kind of Medicine.. But thofe,where Veins are cut, have 
need of fome art or pradtife, with the which they may ftop 
the bloud, andinany wife not to fuffer the wound to remain 
open, but to fow itup very clofe, fo thatthe Vein may heal. 
Alfo thofe where Sinews are hurt are of great importance, 
and would be healed with great fpeed, fo that the Sinews may 
joyn with more eafe. Putthofe where Bones are burt, are 
of greater importance , fer ifthe Bone be feparated from the 
other, of neceflity it muft be taken forth before the Wound 
bechealed. So that by thismeans every one may, know what 
Wounds are, and their kinds, pa | : 


Of Ulcers, andwhat they sick 


J Ficers are of diversand fundry kids, and are ingendered 
of many canfes., as hereafter I-)will fhew:, But firftI will 
write of thofe kind of Ulcers that are caufed of Wounds. 
You shall underftand, that Wounds, in what parcofthe body 
foever theybe, being impofthumated, or cancrenated, they, 
change their names, and are.no more called. Wounds ; al~ 
\ though ° 
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though the original! was a wound. For when it is cancréna. 
ted, itis called Oleera corrofva, becaufe it goeth eating and 
creepiug onthe flefh. But when the wound is impofthuma- 
ted and full of matter, it is called, Udcera putrida, that is pu- 
trified, and it is becaufe it is filthy and ‘ftinketh. But when it. 
is neither cancrenated, nor yet apofthumated., but thar 
through fome evill difpofition the wound is clofed, and that 
there cometh in jt evill qualities without alteration, then it 
“ascalled Clcera fordida, becaufe therein is evil} qualitie, and it 
appeareth but a little, but itis evillto heal. There be other 
forts of Ulcers alfo, the which are caufed of divers and fun- 
dry kinds of tumours, and the moft evill’ and mifchievous are 
thofe that are of tumours caufed:of the Pox, for unto thofe 
there runneth abundance of ‘eyill-humours that augment the 
Ulcer, and they be the worft fort, for they cannot be healed by 
themfelves,except the body be well purged and evacuated of ail 
the humours that are offenfive. There.isanothérkind of Ulcer 
the which cometh of an Impofthume, as well hot as cold, and 
thofe: are more. geritle and eafie to be helpt, if yee know the 
Medicinesthat are apt tohelp and‘diffolve thofe kind of Ulcers. 
Thefe are the three’kind of Ulcers that commonly happen 
unto men and women through divers caufes, “as itis {aid bez 


fore, fo that thefe'are the principal! caufes of thofe malign

Bok Unguents that ficcatrize Wounds after they are in- 
carnated be of divers kinds, although they work one 
effectin ficcatrizing, or caufing askin. The digeftion that is 
written of before , being applyed upon a Wound incarnated, 
doth ficcatrize it with {peed , the like deth Diachilon , and 
Uncuentum deTutia. The Cerot called Gratia Dei, although 
thefe be fundry Compofitions one differing from another, 
yet ineffect they ferve allto this ficeatrization , as yee may 
fee by experience, and this they doe, becaufe they be tempe- 
rate and of good qualities , and fo they help nature to work 
more quickly , and: they are called helpers of nature.” But 
thefe kind of Unguents that work by themfelves , as Uxguento 
Apoftolorim , the Cauftick, eLeypciacum, the Rottery, and

Tell 
me, how cometh it to paffethat Mercury healeth the French Pox, andthe filthy 
fcab 2? Why doeyou command the miferable, fick perfons to annoint themfelves 
with Quick-filver, as Shepheards greafe their Sheep ?. How happenethit ( Tfay) 
that Mercury is the fpeciall beft remedy againit thele difeafes? Doe you deny that 
metals doe anything, yea, and the greatedt part of thefe cures ?, Why doe you 
command fuch as are infected with Leprofie to fwallow Gold ?. Why doeyou 
boil it in broths with Capons ? « Why doe you mingle leaf Geld in your Pills 
and Elc@uaries ? You know that the force of the Leprofie is often delayed, thdt 
it breakethnot outinto the upper part of the skin, by taking of crude Gold. 
into thedftomack ; Then if Geld thatis compadtand notrefolved doe work

rifie the bloud ofthe heart, and many difeales arecured bythem: Far ic isa Sale 


of the Mine, which thewife calltheir Animull ftone , andfome the Miaerall 


Chifir, and allthe maftery inthe preparation of itis, that it may be cefolved into 
a moft pure and notablewater, with (uch thiags as doe not deltoy his nature. 
Thisfaith Arnoldus, who {peaketh not of ftamping, but of folution: but to what 
purpofe doe Lalleadgethis? Verily,that you may fee how-with your own {words 
you cut your owathroats, you ule Pearles, Corals, and pretious Stones in your 
Ele&uaties and broaths, and thofe you beat intopowder. You fmaell as it were 
a certain Medicinall vertue in pretious Stones, butyou deal as naughty Cooks 
& rudeCountry women doe,that when Partridges or Hares come to their hands, 
they thruft them into the pottage pot, or elfe feeth them in water: even fo you 
ftamp and break your Pearls, which fhould rather be diffolved. Albeit you-fhould 
make. powder as {ubtill asthe air , you thould-nothing profit ; for as.you putit 
into the ftomack,{o ihall you fee it paffe away again;and hereupon of very necefii- 
ty were the rules of Chymick preparations brought into Phyfick , which you doe 
hate worle then a Serpent ora Dag, with the practilers of them. 
What fhall need many words? If you will not yet grant, that the fpeciall cure 
of difeafes confifteth in Minerals ; hcearken what Andreas Matheolus faith inthe 
fourth-book of his Epiltles; the bodies of the fick being full of feeds of difeafes, 
will hardly be healed without metalline Medicines : and in his Treatile of An- 
rimouy, helaith, Antimony. doth no leffe purge the difeafes of the bodies, then 
Metals, from fuperfluities. - This did that learned man underftand, when as 
yet he knew not the true preparation of -Ansimony: Likewifehe greatly efteem+ 
eththe potable Gold, the preparation whereof, asthe fame Macheolus uled ic, I 
will declareuntoyou, becaufe you thalfnotbeignorant. Take Gold twice or 
thrice purged with Antimony, make itintothinne-plates, and ina fir veffell hang 
the plates that they touch not one another, and let it be burned: andcalcined ina 
Furnace duly prepared by the {pace of haifa year witha very {trong-fire, untill 
at the lenzth the plates being taxen out’and laid open inthe air, they doe diflolve; 
andthere flow from ita certain oily humout,-red of colour, and of taft fweerih. 
Hedrew out two ounces of Oil of Gold, but ott of that which was not fo well 
burnt, the liquor did not fo readily run out: Sometimes he ufed to poure onthe 
fpirit of Wine rectified, and that folong, and{o much; watill the whole red co- 
Jour was drawaout. ‘You thall rectitie thofe (pirits, or efleace of Wine, very 
fubtilly; if yow put it into glafs cucurbite under a limbeck with a Receiver, and 
fet it in molt cold or fnowie water, and cover the head round about witha linnen 
cloth fteeped inwarm water, ‘for then the fubtiller parts will rife up, leaving the 
watery fubftance in the bottom. Gold calcined and oftén infuled with the fpiric 
of Wine with many imbibitions, and avain diftilled by a Limbeck, leaveth inthe 
bottom behind a reddifht liquour. That Phifitian ufed firit to purge the body, 
and then tofhave and heat thecrown of the head, and ther to poure ona drachm 
of that Oil, and to give fo much alfoto be drunk in Malmfey. Thelike is to be, 
wrought with fine Silver forthe difeafes of the head, and folikewife of other Me- 
tals, for being duly prepared they doe diffolve, becaufe they are Salts. a

labours. You fay, What have yeu brought to peffe ?. what have you found cut 
whereby you fheuld leck for praife or prefit ? Then doe we demand of yous 
What have you fcund eut wher¢by Phyfick is the better furnifhed ? We have 
brought into Phyfick, E ffences,Oiles, Balms,ana Salts, all which the Alchymifts 
{chools have found out. And how great light is come unto Phyfick onely by 
true diftillationy. it isknown unto all men, and daily experience teacheth, how 


great commedity hath redounded thereby unto the Gick. Jn the mean time, if 
lecht {pare cur good name.

you fo much detelt the labcur, yet atthe 

marvell, doth itnot fo alwaics happen, that the beft labour is worft accepted and 
recompenced? Every gocd man, inclined to vertue, W ifdem, and fidelity, can 
witncfle the fame , what. reward they have often received for their fidelity and 
cpening ofthetruth: So {cme men when they can fay no more; they cbjc ct unto 
the fearchers of nature their poverty, filling the eares of the ecmmon people with 
glorious lies , alwaies chanting Upen thofe things which fellcw upon the abufe 
and dangercus cures of the counterfeit Paraccifians, judging all things by their 
contempt, poverty vile eftateand bafencfle,but they will quickly avoid that defpi- 
fed poverty, which willingly they fuftain, that the nature of things might daily 
more and more be known unto m¢n whereby the unaccuftomed cures of 
moft srievous difeafes might at length be found out, with the which fuch.as are 
difeafed might through your fluggifhnedfe all die, if God, having compafliom 
supon them now at theend of the world, had not provided wholfome Medicines, 
eyen by moft contemnedmen, The Lepers, and Gouty, the infeéted withthe

thruft into exile , whofe folitarinedt: hath been more violent untothem then the 
difeafe, and greif of mind hath killed rather then the fickneffs ?’ What I pray you 
is true and Chriftian freindthip 2° Doth nor this complaint of the fick ftir you up 
unto pitty 5 WhenTI wasin health, chou wert my freind; thou diddeft vift me, 
and help me, but nowthar I am fick, thou doeft abhor me, and lielktfiom me; 
when fortune laughed upon. me, thou diddeft alfo laugh, but now that with greif 
and tears I crave comfort, thou doelt deny it, What doe you call vifiting and 
helping? You will'noe onely not help your felves, but will perfwade Princes o 
ftop thepaffages, that no Travellers thall paffe unto tbofe places > when as you 
ought with courazeto teleive them of their gteif, and williaglyco goe thither to 
trie your cunning. But when any plague beginneth, you are the firit thar trem- 
ble, areafraid, and defpair. Thetick are committed unto you; as children and 
infants which lack diligent cure, you ought to help them, as the father doth his 
children, and not to rob them of their money ; then would the fick man {nile 
upon you, if you would refreth his languithing life with fome geatle Balin y then 
would he rejoyce in the fight of you, and call you his father.

then of receits, Phyfick is not fo learned but with the labour of the hands, pta- 
y-by day doth thew new and pleafant 
remedies which nature teacheth the good {teward her workman » daily to purge 
better and betrer fron their fuserfluities. -Doeyou look for arich harvedt and 
doe not firft plow nor fow Look for knowledge of the fecret natural] powers, 
and doe not -firft feck it out by labour with thefite? forthe anoft part of you all 
are dainty and flothfull; and ‘he that ig {lack in his works, goeth lixea bliad man 
unto his pradife, Ifyou did not fo much abhor the Chymicall Art, you would 
learmto feparate the pure fromtheimpure ( which is the caufe of the corruption 
of things) by long digeftions, dittillations, and imbibitions, whereby you 
fhould make your Medicines pure and clean before you minifter it to the fick, 
fo upon the fudden receiving, the fick nature fhould be refrethed, whereas the wéak 
Romack cannot concoa, digelt | and feparate gtofle matters, But thefe great 
Doors will not be Schollers, or young Souldiers, no more thenanold Dog 
will be brought to hu ating with whips, hee’! gnaw his line, and (thew his gtinning 
teeth to him that leadeth him » rather thea he willbe ruled; evenfo you will ra- 
ther openly gainfay the truth, and like Dogs bark and bite'atit, then you will 
confefle your errours, What, ought this to bea reproach unto the Chymitts, thar 
forthe true preparations of Medicines, whereot you are ignorant , and for their 
great labour and pain which you doe efchew, they thould be accounted begoars, 
poor, and ragged ? Doe you not thiak that the common people will at length 
Sid ont your deéeits G You have been fufficiently warned of many Doors 
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of Phyfick , whotruly have not allowed your childith cures: Amongft whom, 
(onrade Gefner is one, and many other more, which if they were living, moft 
certainly would deny your fained Art. Likewife ohn Woy of Cullen, which: 
flourifhed 151.0. doth fharply reprovethe Phifitians of his time, who in his wri- 
tings uponthe Plague, an lab 
lently treateth of metalline Medicines, and Quinteffences, and fheweth their ufe. 
Whar will you anfwer tothofe things which that Doctor Gorrews hath written, 
in the fifth book of the extraction of the Quinteflence out of Hearbs, where in 
his Comments he fo excellently extolieth metalline Medicines, and did ufe them, 
little efteeming your Medicines ; for he faith, the diftillations of waters out of 
Hearbs, and other fuch like things, wherein the Apothecaries doe boaft, are al- 
mott of no force, for it is nothing elfe but the flegm of the thing whofe principall 
liquor confifteth in the oil of Salt. 

Burthat I may ftir up inyou an earneit defire to know the marvellous pro= 
perty of things , Iwill repeat unto youthe judgement of Fernelins Ambianw in 
his fecond Book and eighteenth Chapter De Abditis rerum caufis: When firlt 
( faith he ) I gave my felf unto the ftudy of that fenfible and metalline Philofo- 
phy,called Chymia, through long travell (asmany other had) I getting a moft 
perfect Mafter or Teacher, did draw out of every Plant, and other living things, 
very diversand fundry fubftances ; firft water, and that very plentifull, if the. 
Plant were green, moreicarce ifit were dry; then Oil, but not that fat and fil- 


thy fubftance which by preffe isdrawn of our men, but the workmanfhip of a. 


more excellent Art, which neither eafily corrupteth nor foureth by age, and that 
eftwo forts, onethin and white, another drier and red, &c. Then tt followeth, 
I will tell you by your leave,not uttering this whole fecret, but teaching you upon 


what true grounds it doth confift ; But leaft the {trance obfcurity of the name. 


might offend you, which the fathers have covered under a fhadow or dark kind of 
Speech, Iwill moft plainly and openly thew itin his place: And yet you cannot 
away withthem thar giveyou good counfell, asalfo you will not fuffer learned 
and excellent men, neither Gerard Dorne Doétor of Phyfick, whom no doubt 
God hath raifed up unto us: This moft excellent man is worthy of eternall 
memory, becaufe that he by noinjuries, neither perils, could be terrified, but 
that by his laft Writings he hath made Paracel/vs more famous, who doth excell 
with amoft antient gravity and authority, that atthe leaft he mighthelp the 
children of learning, for whofe defence, asa valiant Souldier, he contendeth by 
word and deed evento the death; the fellow and companion of that learned Phi- 
fician Fofephus Quirfitanus, famous in Phyfick, whohath excellently defeived for 
Phyfick, and in his books hath uttered many excellent philofephicall Secrets unto 
the pofterity, and opened many hidden {pagiricall Medicines , and would have 
brought to light greater things, ifthe ingratitude offome had not ftopped his 
willing mind, and efpecially of a Perfumer, which goeth about to reprove many 


things, andto allow but fewin his writing, and yet not able to thew better 5; 


whereby it comes to pafle, that through one mans. ingratitude all fecl loffe and 


lack, Proceed therefore with; courage, ‘drive away thofe drones and fluggifh © 


beafts from the rack , fo fhall your head becrewned with perpetual praife. In 
the mean time, whatfoever we have gotten by many travels, and found out and 


learned with labour,we will here annex, praying our adverfaries, that if they need... 
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them mot, they will not condemn or flanderthem, or terrifieothers, which'witk 
willing mind would imbrace thefe our labours , or elfe to teach them fome better 
things; confidering yet, that foricthing in the mean time ought to be given and 
granted urito him which for Phyficks fake hath put himfelf in fo many dangers. 

After the great murther and fury of our Countrymen the French men;when T 
went with D, Charles ef Chambray, D. of Panfay into Ivaly, travelling through 
Ifiria, Ragufium, sclavenia, Macedonia, and Bizamtium, \ inceflantly applyed my 
whole ftudy to_underftand and know fome certainty touching the Philofophers 
ftone, or Chymicall matters but I could find no true Philofophers , onely falfe 
Phifitians and Chymifts every where, which had either alrogether none, or elfe 
very little knowledge of nacurall Arts and preparations ; at the length ( by Gods 
good will-) Thappened upon a very learned man, Danicl Bithopof Dalmatia: 
Untothis moft excellent man I directed my letters, the which, together with his 
anfwer, alittle after {ent tome, J will hereatter publifh, wherein you fhall fee 
many philofophicall points, delectable to be read and underitood. 

Atthe length, when Thad fufficiently fearched over the Raft Countries, and 
could gather no certain point in naturall Sciences , 1 determined to take my 
journey towards Germany, with the moft courteous Prince Cabaneus Vydam of 
Chartres, {till imploying my mind to the earneft ftudy of Chymycall Phyfick ; 
and there I underitood, that Kings and Princes were deceived by unskilfull Pra- 
&ifers, which did utter and {ell their fophifticate Chymicall Arts, which they had 
begged and {cratched together out ofall corners, witha pompous thew, decei- 
ving the Princes of their money ; -whereby it comethto paffe, that dailya oreat 
number of Sophifters, and fophifticarors doe daily rife and {pring up , through 
which, notonely the moft commendable Art of Aichymy~receiveth great detri- 
ment, is opprefled and adulterate, andthe Chymifts themfelves made hatefull 
unto all men, confuming their life, time,and goods, upon vain works and practi- 
fes, butalfo thereredoundeth moft great hurt and damage unto the Common- 
wealth; forthere are many deceivers{fo cratty, that with a diflembled experience 
in the Chymicall Art, and with fained freindihip, and great promi{es, they doe 
craftily learn of others their cunning, which they challenge for their own, eiteem 
of great value, andcarry them aboutto be fold. Asupon atime, certain knaves 
by craft got from me certain written books, and foldthem for a great fum of 
money. Common-wealths and the Chymicall Art fhould be very well provided 
for, ifthat fuchknaves mightbe punithedand reftrained by the Magiftrate, fo 
fhould the ftudious of the Artbelefle deceived , and in fhort {pace thetrue and 

ure Art would appear from thofe fhadows and fophiftications. Wherefore, to 
the end that fuch as be defirous of the Art may have fome pledge fronr me,where- 
withthey may makethis Sctence more plain, Twill thortly ( Godwilling ) fet 
forth three books of the Philofophers {tone, written by divers Authours, whereof 
the firft was drawn out of certain characters by a noble Brittain, wherein all the 
dark ‘peeches-of the Philofophersare meft plainly expounded, whereuntol will 
annex two hundred certiin, infallible, and true philofophicall rules, whereby 
thofe that doe erreand donbt, touching the matter of the ftone, fhall be confirms 
ed. The fecond book is, Fobanues de Rovillafco Pedomontanus, which treateth of 
the Philofophers Mercury, and how it is drawn, together with an Epiftle of sfobn 
Poutanus of the fameargument.* Butthere is a more certain’ excellent Trearife 
of 
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An Apologeticall: Preface. 
a anuncertain Authour, whichdoth explaia many doubts in that facred Phy- 
ick. 3 
‘And becaule. that all nations, efpecially the Germanes, . have written books in: 
their own language, I willalfo writetwo book#iatke French tongue, for the” 
help of fuch as are itudious of Philofophy,- wherein 1 willtreat of many prepa 
rations and fpeciall Medicines tried by me and others,alfo of divers Elixars of the 
Philofophers,¢xtraCtions of Mercuries and Mercuriall waters,of many and divers 
diffolutions, 1 will alfo add the interpretations of fundry Characters, wherewith 
the books both of the old and new Writers are written to cover and hidethe Art ; 
alfo the expofition ofa certain Alphabet, without the which the work can hardly 
be underftood: andtwo Treatifes, the one of the vertues of the vegetal and 
minerall Oils, the other of the falts and properties of many vegetals and mine~ 
rals'; whereuntol willalfo joyn two ‘Treatifes of philofophicall Mines, andof 
making of Vinegers, the which my labour-and ftudy, if 1 {ee it acceptable unto 
thofe that are ftudious of that Art, I wilifhortly fet forth greater things, which 
many with their whole hearts doe wih and defire; in the mean time, take in good 
art this little work. .

Why doe yownot out of thofe Authors 
confute théfe excellent men whichare followers of Paracel/us, amonpft whom, 
that great Dotor Petrus Severinus a Dane is cheif, whoin kis Idea hath opened 
the invin: ible foundation of Paracel{us Phyfick ? Why doe you not anfwer to 
the monarchy ofthe Trinity,of that learned Dottor and PhiGitian Gerard Dorne? 
Why doe you not confute the volumes of that famous Phifitian Turncfer , being 
confirmed with the truth of practife? But for your fakes, which daily call Galens 
doétrine unto examination, and with exa& judgement doe confider of it, giving 
place unto Paracel{us,acknowledging and exercifing his preparations and practife, 
L doe rejoyce,and fhortly more fhall come out againft the adverfaries, which fhall 
bite them better ; inthe meantime, with your word, deed, and writing, defend ..

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A Tredtife of certaine’ Particulars; ‘whereof the fort 
treateth of the preparation of the Markafite of Lead, as 
mel for the tranf{mutation of Metals, as for the Abte-_ 
ration of Mans body, ®e. | 


*T He Philofophers Saturn,.is properly the Markafite of lead, 

and indeed doth excell Sol’and Laza, infomuch that Ray- 
mona faith, that in this inferior world, there is no sreater fecret 
then that which confifteth in the Markafite of Lead , infomuch 
that: they which have throughly fought. ontithe force-and*na- 
ture of it, have bound. themfelves together, by oath never to 
utter thofe fecrets of nature untothe end of their lives. For 
fo muchas his operation is of fuch kind, as truely it hath many 
and fundry ufes, which being duely prepared, doth not onely 
alter and change the filthy and corrupt humours of our bodies, 
but alfo can change and.tran{mute by fundry experiments , 
Luna into Sol. 

Take of the Minerall Markafite of Lead, “xii. pound, and 
gtind it into fine powderupon a Marble ftone, as they grind 
colours with'Vinegar: being well ground and tempered, put it 
intoa {trong glafs,and put thereon a, good quantity of diftilled 
Vinegar, and ftir it well with a ftick, and.fo let it ftandin B,/- 
neo (Marie: then fet thereona blind head, and there let it 
ftand eight daies together, flirring and moving it every day 
fix or feven times, then letit coole, and the Vinegar will be 
of 'a-yellowith colour, the which ye thal] poure forth into ano- 
ther glaffe; taking-heed that ye ftir not the feces : then put 
thereon more Vinegar, and ftirr it well with a ftick, and fet on 
the blind head, and fet it in Balveo Alarie other eight daies,. as 
yee did afore, then poure forth the Vinegar being coloured 
into the other glaffe. And this order ye fhall ufe fo long, 
untill you fee the Vinegar no more coloured , for at the 


jaft the feces will remaine in a white maffe , like white 
earth.

Take the white Feces’ or matter, and putit into a diftilling 
veffell with a great recipient very well luted, that the fpirits go 
not forth, and fet itinthe hot afhes, and give ita gentle fire, 
and then increafe itaccording'to art a day or two, and there 
will come forth , firft a white water, and thena red or golden 

yellow oyle,the which is to be kept clofe with great care. 


‘The Feces to betaken agatne. 


Then take thofe Feces, and fet them in a calcining furnace 
ejsht daies: then take them forth and grind them finely, and 
put them in a glafle with a good quantity of diftilled Vinegar, 
and ftir them welltogether ; that being done, fet it againe in 
Balneo eight daies together, and ftir it every day feven or eight 


times, the more the better, then let it wax cold and fettle, and 
pour away the clear part from the Feces; but take heed that

Take the aforefaid falt, and.grind it upon a ftone, dro 
thereon his red oyle by little and little : that being done, 
putitinto a cucurbit luted with Hermes feal, and fo fer it upon 
a tevet,inan Athanor twenty daies, and it will be fixed intoa 
red ftone, fo that-ye have the true government: of the fire. 
Then takeit forth,and-grind it upon.a ftone, and according to 
the weight put thereunto as many.

ned ? You,which. excell in judgement and learning will an-

Ideots and Empericks to.ftir up every Phyfitian,that he fhould 
rightly prepare his own Medicines with his own hands, and 
‘being fo prepared, with fharp judgement apply them to their 
proper difeafes, that the feed of the difeafe may be pulled up - 
by the Roots, and not to commit it to an unskillfull cook. 
And therefore of neceflity from hence muft both the Theorick’ 
and the Practife,che reafon and the work concur and joyn to- 
gether, becaufe judgement without practice 1s barren... The 
sreateft number of them will anfwer, we know not your 
works and preparations which require fo great and hard faq 
labour, we are now old.and Doctors, we will not bee made” 
_yonglings, and Schollers again. If this ‘anfwer might’ take: 
place, the Jew, the Pope and the Turk would ‘not change 
their fuperftitions, which notwith{tanding we know to be moft 
contrary to the facred Scripture. But we fufficiently and 
daily prove by.calcining, fubliming, diffolving; purifying, di- 
filling, congealing and fixing, by: this moft laudable’ Art of 
Alchymie, how the pure may he feparated from the im- 
pure, and the corruptible from the incorruptible,.and that 


whichis venemous and deadly, be changed and, made aelele 
| ome 
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‘ fome and good ; and as Par..cel/ws faith concerning this Art. 


we fhall firft confider that all things are created of God, - 
for he created of nothing fomething, and that fomething is 


_ the feed of allthings, and that feed worketh that effe@ here- 


unto ordained and appointed. All things notwithftanding 
are fo created,that they fhall comeunto our hands, and be- 
gin to be.in our power, but fo as things not perfed, but to 
be made perfect, as things not finifhed, but to be finithed: 
The matterin them truly is perfeét, but the middle and laft 
matters remain tu de made perfed. As for example, God 
created Iron, Earth, and Clay, but not fuch as they fhould 
bee, forthe clay growerh, yet n c like a Pot or other earthen 
Veffel: So he created iron lying ina rude Maffe, and hath gi- 
ven it fo rude unto us, therefore we with our labour muft 
make thereof fhoos for horfes, fythes, aud fpears. Even fo 
is it in Phyfick, for that is alfo created of God, but not fo 
that, it. fhould be utterly perfect; but as yet hidden under the 
earth, not purged from his unclean matter, but that which 
remaineth to be made perfec in it, is committed to the Chy- 
mift, that is,to the Phyfitianto be purged and cleanfed. For _ 
herbs, trees, ftones, and iron, and whatfoever is feen with 
the eyes isno true Medicine, but is’ rude and impure, where- 
in. as yet the pure part lyeth hid. And therefore Alchymy 
teacheth to purge the Medicine,to diffoive it, and to fepa- 
rate things of contraty kinde from things of the fame kinde, 
otherwife rotten things would be mingled. with rotten, and 
the corrupt with the cotrupt, and fo confpire to one effect ; 
fo that.of one difeafe many other fhould fpring or arife.

For all things confift in 
the true nkowledge of them, and out of that fprings all the 
good fruits that redound to knowledge. Knowledge alfo 


brings faith, for he that Knoweth God, beginneth ftraightway

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to put his truit in him. For fuch as every mans faithis, fuch 
is alfo his knowledge. , 

And contrariwife,he that doth otherwife work about nature, 
worketh likea Painter that painteth an Image, in the which 
is neither life nor firength, wherefore thofe which you call 
Empericks ft-all rife even before. your faces, and take in hand 
and help grievous difeafes ,. the cures whereof are unposil- 
ble unto you, and you together with your confultations and 
reafonings fhall be made:laughing ftocks. As lately B. in 
Germanie it happened of acertainnoble and famous woman 
which wasvexed withthe pain of the Matrix. Some Phyfi- 
tians faiditwas the gravell and the ftone, but an Emperick 
pafling by, affirmed that it was neither the sravell nor the 
Stone, wherefore he commanded. a Remedy to be prepared 
for the Matrix, the which being “done, fhe was ftraightwayes 
healed. Oh what ’a xumour was raifedl by and by of him, 
ftirring up others alfo to rumours and tales, faying, that her 
husband doth contemn us, that..will rather ufe the advice and 
counfell of an Emperick then ours.. Yea,and others that 
feemed wifer did finally regard him that would every hour 
ufe the help of an Emperick man moft unlearned. Mark, 1. 
pray you( my friend Aquila) how the enemies inflamed with 
envie go about to oppreffethe. truth : But at the laft, will 
tHigy, nill they,’ they hall be inforced to confefle that that 
eannot be denied. But you may object unto me, He that 
fpeaketh all, excludeth nothing. For there be many worthy 
fearned men, Mafters and Profeffors of Phyfick, that do not 
deny or fefufe this Art In the which, number are thofe 
moft excellent and fingular Mafters, and Doctors, Petras Se- 
vevinus Danus which hath written marvellous things of this 
Chymical!

Therefore there ate two manifeft elements, that is, Water, and 
Earth ; in which thetwo other lye hid, the Fixe in the Earth, 
and the Airein the Water: and they are fo knit together, that 
they cannot be feparated. ‘Two of them are fixed, as the 
Earth and'Fire, two-are flying, as Water and Aire. Therefore 


every clement doth participate within otherelements. More- 
Hhh2 over, 
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Over, in every element’ are two" other elem 
Putrifyme ard combattible, the other eternall and incotrapti- 
le,asthe heaven: befides, in chefe nitares lieth ‘hid another 
ature which is called by the name of ftinkins Pheces, which 
hinder and take away the ftrength of the ret, fo as they have 
very little force or none, and thereby make'the other elements 
ftinking and fubje@ te putrefa@ion. There is alfontwo kinds 
of Waters, the one elementall, the other of rain and river- 
waters ; as there is alfo two kinds of sarths, one elementall, 
clear, fhining, and white, the other black, ftinking, and com- 
buftible. | Like as‘alfo there be two Fires, one elementall and 
natural! the other ftinking and combuttible : thé "like is aifo 
to be faid of the aire. The bafe things are fo mingled, with 
the reft, that by and.by they corrupt all things, fo that nothing 
can coatinue long, for they bring death, and weaken all nature 
beit never fo noble. This is to beunderftood of al! things both 
vegetall, animall; and mineral. Therefore it is neceflary by 
Art to feparate the elemental! nature from the corruptible:that 
the matter may be brought to'a medicinall qualitie. There be 
three moft fubtle {pirits in all things, that is, colour, tafte, and 
fell; thefe Ay away invifibly, the Philofophers’call them wild 
ipirits, becaufe: they are not fixible, yet the induftry of the 
Artificer may fix them, ° They alwaies ‘grow in the bodily 
fubftance untill they come'to perfection and end... The hearb 
therefore isto be taken when it is fully grown, and take heed 
that you loofe none of thofe three {pirits, 4s the ignorant ufe 
to do with’ their putrifa@ions and feparations of elements. 
Fornone of thofe fpirits ¢onGitteth: of the three elemental! 
elements : but God hath adorned eléments with thofe three 
{pirits, and of them the Fire js animall, the: Water, aire ele- 
mentall, andno man, butGod‘can feparate them afunder, But 
the water of the'clouds maybe! feparated from them. Alfo 
all the feces may: be feparated from them which are mingled 
with them; which ‘aré the ftinking: and cofurptible elements, 
and the four elementall elements may be brought to a chrifta- 
line fhining: but thefe three elements, Fire, Airé, and Earth, 


ate unfeparable.My fon, know this, that AZercurieis the firft of 


all things, for before time there Was Water, dad the ppirit of tbs

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Lord vefted upon the water, but what was that water; the water 
of the Clouds, or a.moifture which might be poured out? 
No, but it was a dry duftie water, and God ‘hath joyned his 
earth unto it which is his fulphur,, and fo the earth ‘congealech 
the water, and thereof {prung the four elements included in 
thefe two, by the will of God. Therefore Adercurie congeal- 
eth fulphur, and fulphur AZercurte 5 neither can one of thefe 
be without the other, as alfo they cannot be without their fale, 
which is the chiefeft meanes, by whofe help nature ingende- 
reth and bringeth forth all vegetals, minerals, and animals. 
Wherefore thefe three, AZercury., Salt, and Sulphur, cannot be 
one without another, for where the one 1s found, there the 
other are found alfo,neitheris there any thing in mature where- 
inthefe three'are not found: and of thefe three, whatfoever 
isin nature hath his originall, and are fo mingled with the four 
elements, that they make one body, and the falt is drowned 
‘athe bottome of the elements, for it is neceffary that the 
faltfhould keep them united by his fharpneffe and drinefle, 
notwithftanding itis. a flying fpirit, but becaufe it fticketh in 
the bottomeof the mixture, and ts overcome of the fatneffe 
and combuftible oyle, in which itis found : as the yolk within 
the white of the egg, and the combuftible oyle liveth of earth 
with the (alt and feces, and the fale is buried in the bottome of 
the feces of the combuftible oyle and earth, but by great force 
of fire: Thefe three fpirits whereof we have fpoken, are 
faid firftto be feparated.from the mixture of the elements, 
which is the foul of all things, or. their Quinteffence; which 
houldeth together the whole mixture of the elements ; for 
when the fpirits are gone out, then the mixture is diffolved by 
it felfand divided, neither is there need of fire to expell the 
falt from the earth ; when the elements are feparated from 
the feces, then is the falt alfo feparated with it. This faleis 
unknown to the ignorant. Therefore falt is the meanes.be- 
tween the groffe earthly parts,and the three fying fpirits reft- 
ing inthe naturall heat, that is, the tafte,moift {mell, and co- 
tour: which three are the life, foule, and quinteffence of every 
thing,neither can thefe three fpirits be one without the other,as 


the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghoft are one, yet three: 
3 perfons,. 
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Perfons , and one is not without the other. The ignorane 
laugh, neither underftand they thefe three {pirits, when as they 
are tied to the sroffe, earthly fixed parts , and are made 
fubtile, and their falt is joyned and mingled with them, it mutt 
transform them altogether,and fix them.into a Criftaline body, 
Diaphanes,and red of colour, whereof we will fpeak hereafter: 
he that knoweth not this falt, fhall never bring any to paffe 
in Art. The Philofophers call this falta dry water, anda 
lively falc, but the ignorant thought they meant Mercurie, 
but the Philofophers called thé three fpirits Mercurie, and the 
eatth Sulphur, which the ignorant underftand nor.. Either of 
them cannot be without the other, neither is there any thing in 
nature, in which thefe three are not, and they are fo mixed 
with the fourselements, that they make one body and mixture. 
Whatfoever God hath created isin thefe three ftones, where- 
fore all may be reduced into a Criftalline clearneffe by Art, 
given by God unto the Philofophers, for in the latter daies 
God will feparate all the unclean feces and corruption that is 
inthe elements, and bring them to a Criftaline clearneffe, 
and redneffe of a Carbuncle. Afterward there fhall be no 
more corruption, but they fhall endure for ever. “Do you 
think that all things, which God hath created in thefe lower 
parts, fhould utterly perifh in the latter day ? No, not the leaft 
haire of thofe things which God hath created, no more then 
the incorruptible Heaven, but God by his Will will change all 
things , and make them Criftalline, and the four elements 
fhall be perfect, fimple, and fixed in themfelves, and they thal! 
be alla quinteflence. Demonftration of thefethings maybe 
made here upon-earth by Art, for whatfoever God hath crea- 
ted may be brought to a Criftalline clearneffe, and tlie ele- 
ments gathered together into a fimple fixed fubftance , which 
being done, nomancan alter them, neither the fire it {elf 
burn or change them, but they thall continue perpetually as 
thofe things which have attained eternitie.

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The Order to draw forth the Quintelfence of Sugar, colletted ont 
of the Vegetable and Animall Works of Ifaac’ Hollander. 


He Ere will I fhew thee a great Secretyhow thou fhalt draw 
‘Aforth the Quinteffence of Sugar,the which truly excel- 
leth all Vegitable works,by means of his temperature like 
unto the incorruptible heaven, the which is neither hot,cold, 
nor dry, but moft temperate, nevertheleffe compounded of 
the four Elements, but'they ftrive not one with another, for 
fhey are fo joyned together, that they can never be fepa- 
rated one from another, but for ever remain fimple and fixt 
in unitie. But this heavendoth diftribute and give unro the 
eatth whatfoever is neceffary for it, although that it felt be 
neither hot norcold, moift nor dty, the which like Effects 
hath the Quinteffence of Sugary the which init felf hath the 
four Elements, as gold hath: as gold is pure, fo Sugar ts 1m- 
pure, gold ontwardly is hot and moift, inwardly cold-and 
drie,and white : fugar is the contrary, for it is outwaidly cold 
and dry, and inwardly hot and moitt and red, and fixed 
both outward and inward. Neither is there any thing want- 
ing, but that the inward qualitie may be broughe, that his red- 
nefsmay appear outwardly, and that his Feces -be- fepara- 
ted, then is it prepared, and fhall not need to be fixed, for 
it is fixed already, and doth retain within it felf all outward 
and inward {pirits, and whatfoever is Volatile. it doth. retain. 
Now what his,kindeisI wil tell thee, and from whence 
he hath bis Originall, that is, even out of the red, but af 
théu wilt be further fatisfied, read the three and thirty chap- 
ter ofthe generation of thofe things that grow, in the Seas, 
and other waters, where we write largely’ of the nature 
thereof, .Hereit thall be fufficient for us to fhew the or- 
der how to prepare it, and inwhat order it fhould be ufed 
in Medicine, and alfo to ether things where it may be ap- 
plyed. His nature isto retain or hold all Aying fpirits, and. 
to fix them into aftone,as fhall be thewed hereafter. 
Firft yefhall underftand that ye cannot feparate the Fe- 


ces, except ye. bring the inward parts outward, thatis to fay, . 
that 
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that his inward dark solden colour do appear, the vvhich 
when it is fo diftilled, his redneffe is feen; and this fire, paf- 
fing the, yellowneffe of his aire, or his incombuftible oyle, 
then mayeft thou firft feparate the Fefles from the Quintef- 
feence. Take therefore hard and white Sugar, for it is not 
needfull that ye travell much in diffolving and congealing 
of it, although there be much impuritie therein, that hindreth 
not, but that the inward part may be brought forth, for it 
muft be purged when as the rednefs doth fhew it felfout- 
ward. Take therefore ten or twentie pounds of Sugar more 
or.leffe as you fhall thinke good ,. that being beaten , -put 
it into a cucurbite of hard ftone , and put thereon 4qua- 
vite, that itmay ftand covered eight fingers, then diftill it 
in Balneo with a ftrong fire,untill it will diftill no more, 
then let it wax cold, and pour on the faid Aqua vite again, 
and diftill it again, and this fhalt thou doe fix or feven 
times ; At the lait open the head and take forth the Su- 
sar, which thoufhalt put ina ftrong glaffe, and fet it in fine 
fifted’ afhes, and. put thereon the Aqua vite, and diftill it 


untill the half be come forth, then pour on again the 4. — 


qua vieewhich thou diftilled{t away, firft being made warm 
left the glaffe fhould break; Yee fhall note, that the head 
Would have a hole in the topsby the which you may pour 
in the Agva vite with a Funnell,this thou fhalt repeat. of- 
ten witha ftrong fire, that the wine and the Sugar may boil 
in, and becaufe the half ‘part of the-wine will come away 
quickly, ye fhallprefently put on the other part, for if yee 
Should diftill forth all the wine, the Sugar would burn through 
too much heat, becanfe it muft continually be boyling in 
the glaffe, and it would {meéll of the burning, for it hath al- 
waies his combuftible Sulphur, wherefore ye muft aiwayes 
have half the wine in the Veffell, and when thon feet the 
half is diftilled forth, make the fame warm, and put it in again 
witha Funnell, and thatthou thalt fo often repeat, untill the 
Sugar remain as red as blood, the which thou fhalt perceive 
through the glafle. Fhou mayeft bring that to paffein eight 
or'ten daies according as thou ruleft thy fire. . 
Note, that when thow perceiveftthe matter to be red, fet

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it-cool, and take away the veffell with afhes,and fet the vefi’. 
fellin Ba/neo, and with a {trong fire diftilt away the Agia 
vite untill the Sugarremaindry, and when it will diftilf-ne 
more, yet thon ‘fhalt let it ftand four or five dayes very hot 
in the faid Badnco, that theSugar may be perfeAly congeal- 
ed, then Jet it cool,and take ‘out the matter or ftone, the 
which will be dike black Pitch; that is to be underftood when 
it is congealed , then take the faidftone,and put it intova 
Sreat quantity of common water twice diftifhed, and fet it! in 
Balneo five -or fix dayes with a greag heat flightly covered, 
{tirring it every day five or fix times with a. wooden ladle-then 
let it cool, and take it forth, and let ic fettle three or. four 
dayes,then pour of that which igicleat into another veffell,: 
and keep it clofe; them pour:on thofe Feces the fublimed wa- 
teroas before, and fet icin Balnéo to digeft three.dayes, ftir- 
ring it witha tadle as yee did*afore, then let it cooland fet- 


tle, and pour ‘of the-cleareft: part;'as yee did afore, and pucit 


to the reft, then pour on moré water upon:the Fefles, and 
digeft itin Balveo asaforeyand this you! muft fo often repeat: 
untill the water be no more coloured; then» thou mayeft caft 
away the Feffes,for they are nothing worth, for the Element 
of the earth is with the Element of fire and water, neither 
can. they be feparated any more/, but are fixed together. Make 
thereof a'triall, for there will remaimnothing but light; afhes; 
Tt will burn like oyle or fat,neithendoth there anything remain 
more then of oile or fat. Take the glaffe wherein is all the ted 
of the Solution, and diftill ic in: Ba/weo,or let it vapour away, 
if yeehave ftore of diftilled water, untillit be dry, then léevit 
cool,and take off the head, and pour thereon morefublimed 
water,and fet it in Badzeo again,and ftirit about with awood- 
den ladle as yeedid-afore, then let it fettleasafore, and pour 
out of the cleareft partjand that thou fhale doe folong,till there 
benomore Feces, then putitin a glaffe'that may abide the fire, :

Neither is it fweet, but a heavenly tafte, the which, 
if yee putit in your mouth, it will mele without any feeling. if 
it be winter or cold; thou fhale feem to feela certain natural 
heat throughout the whole bodie, and fhalt feem fo temperate 
and light, as thongh thou couldft flie. If thou be over-hor, 
{wallow alittle, and prefently thou fhalt cool eafily, as though 
thou wenteftinto.a coldbath, and thus it worketh in heat, 
moift, cold, and dry, by an incredible Miracle : When yee will 
ufe it, drinke it with rectified Aqua vite, or Rofe-water, En- 
dive or Scabios; or by it felf if ye will, andthou fhalt fee 
marvels : If any be difeafed outwardly with Scabs or Ulcers, 
let him: drinke of this, and wath the fores with Wine, wherein 
this Quinteffence is diffolved,and he thal! prefently wax whole 
moft mraculonfly. Ifany be wounded or. thruft in with: any 
weapou,fo that it’be not deadly; let him drinke 31. of this Ef- 
fence withwarmed: Wine, and wath the Wound. with Wine, 
whereinthe Quinteflence is diffolved, he fhall be prefently 
cured, fo that thofe which fhall hear or fee itfhall be anfa- 
zedthereat.. Jt helpeth alfo the falling ficknefle, peftilence, 
and all.fuch: difeafes as may happen unto man; if yee have 
Anrim: potabile, yee thall mixth it. with fb 1. of this Quintet 
fence in: a glaffe, and fec it ona Trivet, or in.a dry Bulneo 
30:dayesin an: Arhanor, and they will be fixt together, and 
then it will work miracles. in mans bodie; ye may alfo when 


youwhave drawn the Quinteffence‘of any hearb, coagulate and, 


fixcit withthe fame, asI faid before with Aswrum Porabile, 
andi thou fhalt fee thereof Miracles. Furthermore if ye will 
haveit to paffe the helm, yee muft put thereon:as much Vi- 
negar or 4gva vere, and diftilit, and again pour on-frefh Vi- 
nepar ori Agua vite, and draw itaway again untill the Quin- 
teffence doth afcend in a red golden-colour, as we have 
fliewed in many. places, how to diftill thofe matters that are 
fixed by Vinegar, or Agua vite, for whenit is. diftilled by the 
Limbeck, his vertuesare augmented.a thoufand times,and will 
work {trange cures; keep this as a-fecret,for it is.a great myfte- 


ry in-nature. Here .. 
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Here beginueth a mannall or handy work, how the Duinteffence 
may be drawn out of Honey. 


Ow willl open. unto you a great: Secret in the Vegeta. I! 

work of honie; to wit, amarvellous nature, for itis drawn 
out-of themoft noble and pure part of the floures. The na- 
ture of Bees is fuch, that they draw: out the beft of every 
thing , as im the Animall work is more at large defcribed, 
wherein there is taught howto extrad the nature of all beafts,, 
and {pecially inthe 84. Chapter. Wherefore(my fon)know 
this, that allthat God hath created good inthe upper part 
of the world, are perfe@. and uncorruptible, as the heaven: 
but whatfoever in thefe lower parts, whether it be in, beatts, 
fithes, and all manner of fenfible creatures, hearbs or plants, 


it isindned witha double nature, that isto fay, perfect, and 


unperfect; the perfec nature is called the Quinteflence, the 
unperfed the Feces or dreggs, or the venemous or combu- 
ftible ole. Therefore you fhall feparate the dregs and. com- 
buftible oyle, and then that which remaineth is perfec, and 
is called the Quinteffence ; which will endure continually, 
even asthe heaven, neither can it be diffolved with fire or 
any other thing. For when God had created all things, and 
looked upon them, they were all perfe& good, there was no- 
thing Jacking to any; and therefore for loves fake I fay un- 
to thee, that God hath put a fecret nature or influence in eve- 
ry creature,and that to every nature of one fort‘or kind he 
hath given one common influence, and to every one. of fe- 
verall kinds their feverall influence and vertue, whether it bee 
on Phyfick, or other fecret works, which partly are found out 
by naturall ‘workmanfhip. And. yet more things are un- 
known then are apparantto our fenfes: What ! doe you not 
think that an hearbthat is appointed’ for one difeafe,which 
it will cure, doth not contain in it many more vertues then 
are known «nto ,use Yes truly many more. -This alfo Ladde, 
that. if the Eeces and combuftible oyle be taken.away from 
this thing or hearb, which in all things is the poifon that 


fhould be taken away, that brings death unto us, and the 
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Elements fhould be purified, and fo:-burned together by Art, 
that they fhall paffe together by a Limbeck, and be joyned 
together, as it were coupled in marriage, that itmay rootout 
all manner of difeafe from every thing, be it hearb or living 
things or’be drawn from his venome, as inthe 14, Chapter 
of the Prologue-of this Book is declared, and alfo in the 
Prologue of the Animallwork, whereas the manner of draw- 
ing the Quinteffence out ofall venemous beatts; birds, worms’ 
and flies, is: plainly declared, that it may help'all the. sriefg 
of man; but that fpecially is drawnout of the blond of man; 
and'chere: is! likewife declared, that there is no’ need of things 
without man: or beaft to help fuch-as are infe@ed. For eve. 
Fy Creature contains in himfelfe the remedy of ‘his difeafe, 
which remedie may be drawn without the hurt of man or beaft, 
that'the® difeafe-may be miraculoufly cured, asis there mot} 
excellently taught in the Theorick and inthe Practick. There- 
fore I would’ write this, that thou foon mighteit underftand 
what marvellous force is in Honey, whichis taken out of all 
floures;'and gathered” into one Mafle; ‘which truly is indued 
with fundry Vertues: “For if God hath given’ unto. other 
things the gift of healing, what then is there-not in Honey, 
which is‘ gathered out of fo many floures, and-every hearb 
indued with his own preper Vertue > Truly if it be-brought 
to his-height-andexcellencie, it will work marvelloufly.

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Philofophicall and Elemental, for the element of Aire doth 
firft paffe with the element of fire, in the which the aire ts con 
tained, sand the. aire’ when it rifeth, refembleth the favour of 
Aqua vite diftilled, and at the firft can not be known from 
Aquavite, neither by fight,neither by favour : diftill it untill 
there willno more arife , then: leave the veffeil in Balnco five 
daies witha Iimbeck and receiver, let it boyl night and day, 
that the matter may be dried, then let it cool,and:take it out, 


- and take away the receiver and Limbeck, and that which is in 


the receiver pour into the veffel again upon the dry matter,and 
fet it in Balneo, and coverthe mouth of the veffel with a clean: 
difh well luted, and Jet-your Balneum be onely luke warm. 
My fon,underftandthat it may thus bedone, for it is good that 
the fire be drawn with his:proper aire; fo as a man would ‘ftay" 
fo long, for it would be of the greater force. The ancient’ 
Philofophers wrought inthis fort, but the danger is, when the 
veflels fhall be opened leaft the water fly away, for itis ‘as fub- 
till as wine... For everytime the aire isto be drawnaway, and 
againe to be poured on, making putrifaction in: a warm Balneo, 
but firftic muft be well luted, and a Limbeck being: fet.on with 
a receiver, you muft reiterate the work,untill the fire rife like 
unto red bloud. There is another methode or’ rule of work- 
ing found outintthefe our daies, which is'in this fort..;

py Fei aré thes drawn out, and thematter dried, as is afore- 
faid, then take common‘water, twice diftilled in Balneo, 
and pour on’as much asis fufficient: and fer‘it in Balneo, covet 
the mouth of the veffell - bur let not the Balveum boyle, and. 
fo letit ftand three daies and three nights, moving it day and 
night with a fpattle of wood: letit cooje, and be poured out 
and trained. Then take a clean veffell and pour out that - 
which-1s: clear; and’pour upon the feces’ freth dittilled water, 


as yourdid before, ‘andifet the veffell'in Balneo: and do “as you 


, didi before: letitbe cleared’and put afide with the firft water, 


and put.on againe frefh water diftilled, and fet it in Balneo as 
ist, . afore- .

but referve the earth or feces untill I tell you further what you 
. Shall do with it; for there is yet acombuftible oyle in ir,

Balueowith a Limbeck, and receiver well luted, and diftil! 
allthe water with a boyling Balneo, and let the matter be well 
dried and coole, then take away the Alimbeck,and let the vef. 
fell remaine in Ba/yeo, and pour onthe water again upon the 
matter, and make a fire,and feta dith upon the mouth of the 
veffell sand let it ftand fo in Balnco three daies, every day mo- 


Ving it with a fpattle of wood three or four times, then fet it 


coole,and be taken out and be ftrained.. Then take a clean 
veflel, and foftly pour outthat which is clear into it, and up- 
onthe feces ftraightwaies pour on freth diftilled water, ftir- 
ring it about, with a woodden ladle, -anddec it ftand to clear 


. one day, and the feces. which remain put unto therfirft feces. 


Then take a veffell, and fer itina boyling Balweo untill it be 
dry, and reiterate this work untill there remaine no feces in 
the bottome of ‘the veffell, {0 thall you have the pure element 
of Fire: and the element of the Aire alfo muft be fo often 
diftilled, untill there remain nothing in the bottome : and in 
this fort you fhall have the pure Element. Separate then the 
water from the fire, and let it dry, fo thall you have a clear fhi- 
ning matter like to Camphore : keep the fire well in a glaffe , 
and the aire with the water in another glaffe. well clofed, untill

that ftate ftill,uncill it be confumed even to a pint. Take 
away the fire, letit cool, take away your-Receiver, and open 
theshole of the Limbeck; and putin your. glaffe Funnell, and 
pour in all the diftilled water in. the Recipient upon the 
Earth, and ftop the hole of the Limbeck, and. fet the Recej- 
ver unto the neck thereof wellluted, and diftill again, and 
obferve the manner aforefaid of drawing and making infu- 
fion, and do thus tentimes. The, tenth Diftitlation finifh- 
ed, let all paffe together; for then the earth is made flying, 
So the aire, the water, the fire, and the earth will-afcend 
together by the Limbeck, and be brought into one fubftance 
which» were in four. One together in nature , and now 
fimple as the incorruptible heaven, yet are they not fixed : 
but notwithftanding they are fo coupled together between 
themfelves, that by no means they.can be feparated, but wilf 
continue one fimple bodie for ever ; even as the Chriftal- 


line and uncorruptible heaven, which notwithftanding is com-— 


pounded of the four Elements. What thinke you ef this my 
Son? Cannot this Quintefflence help every difeafe that doth 
infet’man through his moft excellent temperature, whether 
it be in:heat, cold, moift, or drie, for all are initthat he ma 

diftribute- unto every one that which is neceflary,.even as the 
heaven, when need requireth, giveth unto. the-earth all thin 4 
as coldneffe, heat, or moifture.: And yet. it is. neithemhor, 
cold, moift, nor drie, but of one fimple effence, and that in- 
dued with fuch a nature, that it,giveth untg, every: thing 
that which is neceflary :-In.like manner doth this Quintef- 
fence. Therefore my Son. rejoyce; nd sive the Almightie 
God thanks which hath opened thefe things unto the Phi-

Ow my Son, if thow wilt bring: this Quinte ffence yet to 
Na greater perfection: Take a great Circulatory, or Pelli-

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can, that is,aglaffe that hath a great head liketo a Limbecks 
and inthe top of the head ahole, bythe which the mattet 
may be poured: inby a Funnell; let the hole be ftopped ; out 
of the head cometh forth two armes bending round unto the 
belly, by the which that which doth afcend up may fall down 
again by thofe armes of glaffe into the belly ofthe Pellican: 
This is the form of the Veflels that diftill one into another, or 
Pellican. 1. Take then your ‘Quinteflence, and put it ina 
Pellican in-afhes, but better in falt prepared and dried, and 
make your fire likeuntothe extream heatin Summer, andthe 
Quinteffence will rife like unto ared Oil, and fall down again 
by the armes of the Pellican ; and by eften afcenfion, the 
Quinteflence will wax thick, that it will tarry in the bottom 
andrife no more; then fortifie the fire that it may afcend 
and defcend again; then keepthe fire in that heat untill te 
afcend nomore, but reft inthe bottom ; then make your fire 
ftronger, that it may afcend and defcend again, and keep the 
heat in the fame degree untillitrifeno more. 2. Obferve this 
manner inaugmenting your fire untill the water be fixed, and 
the glaffe bered hot four and twenty houres together ; ifthe 
Quinteffence doe nor then afcend,it is fixed, and brought unto 
his higheft vertue;and take it out of the elafs,being yet hot,for 
if it be cold, it will wax hard, fo that you muft break the glaffe; 
for at the fire it doth wax liquid, and being fet openin the air, 
it doth congeal, and peirceth every hard thing,as Oil doth any 
dry leather, andin colour is like unto a Rubie, and through 
fhining like a Chriftall, it giveth light inthe dark, fufficient to 
read by... What doeftthou think of thismy Son? arethere 
not many ftrange bodies created of God? Truly he hath in- 
dued the Philofophers with no feffe gifts; for they thatcan 
look-into the feerets of nature, fhall {ee it to be of an incre- 
dible operation, for this is gathered by the Bees of the fub- 
tileft part of all Plants, Trees, Floures, and Fruits, and at that 
time, when Floures break out and Trees bud. . It is worthily 
called the Philofophers ftone , for itis fixed and liquable as 
Wax, and asthe minerall {tone tranfmuteth the impure metall, 
fo doth this alter difeafes. Hereby it doth appear, that this 
doth bear the bellamongft all vegetals; whereas it being yet, 
K KK in 
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in his srofeneffe and impure, itis but of {mal 
in Phyfick, by what.means foever ithe 
doth alwayes retain his nature ; for itcoafiftech ofall the fruits 
of the earth,plants,and crees : W hereof one hearb is hot,ano- 
ther cold, another dry, another moift, one aftringent, another 
laxative, fome corrofive, others venomous; and: fo divers 
hearbs have their divers qualities. 3. Itcomethto paffe, ific 
help onedifeafe., by and by it hindereth another; for every 
thing worketh according to.his property , whemasthere is fe- 
paration made in the body; and of this {eparation it ingen- 
dereth blond and other humours : Aad the 


ad they are likened unto 
Gunpowder, whicti fo long asit lieth ftill therecometh no 
hurt of it, bucif it be brought untothe fire, it (trait uctereth 


his fecret nature, and is kindled with avenomous fire, which 
cannot be quenched: with water; for. thecold and dry, hot 
and moift, doe ftrive amongft chemfelves, a wind is ftirred up, 
that breaketh all things tharis near unto it. The like happen- 


eth,unto Honey, that-when it cometh to.the region of the Li- 
ver.,that it fhould.be there feparated then it theweth his nature 
to paffe up, and fwell with wind, «th 


atit iso marvell, ifthat 
through contentionthe veins ofthe Liver be broken, as often- 
times it happeneth , Whereupon Impofthumes are caufed in 
divers places, and bringeth forth fuch inflammations, that the 


veines are eafily. broken; although many doe: greatly, com- 
mend* Honey, but they.are not. the children of Philofophy, 
neither doethey underftand the nature of it: But when’ it is 
brought to,a fimple; fixed as Wine, then is it- the cheifett Me-. 
dicine amongftall the vegetables, neither is the like unto this 
foundin all the world.. Give God thanks, and be fiberall unto 
the poor. The dofe of this is one grain, and itmuft be taken 
every morntug with-an empty ftomack, likewife in the evening, 
untill the end of the difeafe,” For every difeafe willbe cured tn 
fhort-time, eve after the fame Manner, as the Minerall ftone

maketh his projection upon metals : Praife God, and. Jabour~ 


diligently. 
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The manner and order how to draw the Quintelfence ons of the 
Hearb, called Rofe folis. 


Ne my Son, 1 will teach thee the sreateft myflery or 
Ni fecret amongft all vegetable things, whofe force and 
ftrength hath been kept fecret among{t all the antient work- 
men,and they have bound themfelves‘one to another by Oath, 
that they fhould not utter, in their books or writings, the 
ftrength of this Hearb, which is called Rofefolzs, and in the 
Germane tongue Sizdawe. W hofoever therefore bath not the 


whole vegetable work , lie cannot attain to the ftrength of this 


Hearb; for in that work ts comprehended all the force of 
medicinall things: And this work of vegetables ts not come 
to the hands, but onely of the antient {worn Artificers, which 
were skilfullin the liberall Arts. But now my Son, T will 
open itunto thee with adjuration, that thou fhait keep this 
hidden knowledge fecret. Firft, my Son, you muft under- 
ftand, that this Hearb is the Hearb of the Sun, upon the which 
the Sun fpreads his beames and influences, 4s he doth upon 
Gold inthe veines ofthe Mines; and he poureth out his in- 
fluerices more uponthis Hearb, then upon any other which 
is create d of God, asitis evidently known ofthe antient Phi- 
lofophers , and’ this Hearb doth fo farrefurmount> all other 
Hearbs which {pring out of theearth, asthe Sun dotlrall o. 
ther Planets inthe Heaven, and hath greater force and power 
of influence then any other thing created of God in ‘the 
Eiemament, So this hearb'doth excell all others in vertue,and 
therefore this hearb is decked with another colour; other 
leaves, and ftranger fhape then all other hearbs. And. his 
nature is fuch, that the -hottér gpd drier the: country isin the 
time of the year,and the heat ofthe Sun,and the more that the 
Suna doth heat and burn him, this hearb isthe mrore moiit and 
Slled with dew , infomuch; that upon one branch will: hang 
abovea thoutaid.drops. : Make atriall, and ftrike this hearb 
with ‘a flender twig, that the drops which fall from tt-may fall 
irito alarge clafle veffell, and you fball: fee the veflell filled 
with a marvellous dew, and ifthe Sun: bevehement hot, thofe 
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branches in fhort fpace, that is, within’ the {pace of half an 
hour will be more full of dew then before, and if-you ftrike 
the dew cwentie times with a rod, yet it will again bee laden 
with drops; it were enough if wee did fee no other miracle 
then from'whence this dewie hamour fhoald rife) which in fo 
fhort fpace doth fo abundantly flow from it, and how. much 
the more the burning fun doth fcotch up the other hearbs, fo 
much the more isthis moift, and filled with drops, even as 
though ithad been {prinkled over with water, hereupon may 
we gather his marvellous qualities, and judge that there is 
fome fecret operation hidden in it; if thou do keep this wa- 
ter thus gathered in a gla(fe, therewith thou thalt cure all the 
difeafes of the eyes, wuetherthey come of Rheuns, or of In- 
flammation: It helpeth moreover all the ‘pains and: difeafes 
of the heart, it cooleth the Liver, and’ ftomack that is infla- 
med, and doth mitigate all the: pain of the head that comech 
of heat, and driveth away all dreams and Phantafies : It is 
good alfo to kill the Canker and che Wolf, againit. che biting 
of Venemous beatts, againtt:Poifon-drunke if it be'taken by 
the mouth, it helpeth alfo'the Peftilesce, itis good for many 
other difeafes which were too long here to rehearfe. 

This hearb hath the colour of the fun, for his colour is 
red dark, divided wich yellow lines and his fhape is like a 
Star, and his proportiondike a heavenly Planet, and confide 
eth« of feven branches ,’in the: outward part broad, neer the 
ground narrow, and-it is-as though it were heavie-of a ten- 
der fubitance, outwardly hot and moift; inwardly cold and 
dry.. The left: fide of it iscold and moift,the right fide hot 
and dry, andit is moft temperate ‘as. gold. Wherefore his 
Elements cannot be feparated one from another asin other 
hearbs, but it may be purged from his Feces, for his fixing 
fetteth thatthe Elements cannat be feparated, for the fire 
will afcend with the aire by the Balneum, as we will hereaf- 


ter teach. The earth may be feparated from his Feces, and 


the Feces likewife from the fire and aire, although it hath 
not many-dress. Some’Latine Writers call it Lingua avis, 
or Dirds-tongue; fome callit Solaria of the Sun, of Lunaria 
itis called the Moon: the Fleming calls it Sindow. Butthe old 
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Philofophers have kept fecret the qualities as yet for the mar- 
vellous effect it worketh. And it ismarvell, faith Arxcldus de 
Villa novathata man fhould die that eateth every day fome 
of it inhis groffe fubftance, what will 1t then work when it 
is brought unto his fineneffe, and cleanfed from his Feces ? 
It hath this great vertue in it, that if it be putinto a glaffe, 
whereinthere is poifon mingled with wine, or any other cup 
that is poifoned, itraightwayes the glafle will flie in Pieces, 
but if itbe a ftone pot of Alabafter, or fuch like; the Wine 
will fo boil, asthough there were a violent fire under it, and 
all the wine will run out untill there be nothing left in the vef- 
fel : Alfo if any man carrie thishearb about him, and hap- 
pen on his enemies, they fhall have no power to hurt, but 
contrariwife to fhew him all kind of dutie. Alfo if any man 
bee: bewitched either in bodie, orin his art, that isin Cook-. 
erie, Brewing, or Baking, or by any other meanes, this hearb 
carried about himmakes him free from the witchcraft. If it 
be alfo tyed upon the belly of a woman with child, fhe 
Shall ftraightwayes be delivered, although the childe were 
dead and rotten within, asit hath been oftentimes proved by 
experience. This hearb carried about one, or a little there- 
of every day eaten aslong as it is ufed, preferveth a man from 
the Falling Sicknefle.. Moreover, ifa man be taken with the 
Apoplexie, that his mouth be drawn afide, and his fpeech and 
fenfes taken from. him, they fhallbe all reftored again, if the 
fick drinke the juyce of this hearb ftreined, as hath been of- 
tentimes proved. Moreover ifit. be hanged about the neck 
of one that is poffeffed ofa fpirit, fo long as he carrieth that 
about him, he fhall be quiet as. a Lamb, and the power of the 
fpirit fhall be taken away. Make a proof, and you fhall find 
ittrue. The bleeding at the nofe is by and by {tayed, if you hold: 
that hearb in your mouth. They that are wearied with travel, 
if they drink the juyce thereof in wine, they are by and by fo 
refrefhed, asif they had not laboured or gone no journey, 
‘te doth comfort the Sinews,-Mufcles, Tendons, and all the’ 
whole nature. Woundsare alfo cured therewith, ifit be drunk 
ten daies together in Wine or Ale, if the wound be wafhed 


with the fame drinke,.and bound up witha cloth wet + the 
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dame. The pain of the teeth, is by and by appeafed, ifthat 

hearb belaid unto it. Altchefe things have been often pro- 
ved and found true. Ifit will doe fuch things whileft it is 
yet hindred with his groffe matter, what will it work when 
it 1s brought to his perfe@tion ? My Son, know this fora truth 
that there is no hearb that grows upon the earth to be com- 
pared unto this in ftrength and goodneffe, therefore take 
heed that you doe ‘not: negle& it, but diligently remember 
and keep the fecret clofe’ from them that are fot of the na- 
ture of our children, and from the ignorant. For if this 
hearb did not grow fo plentifully, and the properties there- 
Of were known, it would be more efteemed then gold or 
precious tones, for the Effe@s of the Quinteffence are Mmar- 
vellous, as hereafter fhall appear. 

Now there remaineth that we muft teach how to bring 
this hearb to his highett degree, and to his Quinteffence. 
Firft, itis to be gathered, the fame having his courfe. in his 
own honfe, that is in the Lion, and the Moon behold him 
with a finifter quadrate Afped. It is to be gathered whole, 
with roots, feaves and floures, fo that there be neither earth, 
dirt, nor other hearbs mingled withall. Neither muft it by 
amy means touch any water or be made moift. Therefore 
you muft take heed that you gather it not in rainie weather, 
or moift weather: but rather whenthe Sun doth thine hot. 
teft uponit, gather great ftore of it,and ftamp it well in @ 
morter Of Marble, and put it ina Cucurbite of Rone with a 
head and receiver uted ,and {etitin Balneo,and diftil away 
all the water, untill it be fo dry like pouder, and there will 
rife together with the water of the colour of moft fine sold, 
which onely happeneth in this hearb, and in none other,and 
when there temaineth no more liquor, yet leave the cucur- 
bite forthree or four dayes in Batneo, and boil it night. and 
day that all the moifture may. be perfectly feparated and 


drawn away, then Jet it cool, and take away the receiver, 


and itop ic diligently, then take of the head? ‘and take out 
the matter and beat it in a Marble morter into. moft fine 
powder that it may, paffe througha thick fieve, put this pou- 


der againirco an earthen’ cucurbite, and pouron your water- 
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and aire,and ftir it with a woodden ladle, and cover the 
mouth ofthe cucurbite clofe with a tile, and fer it in a warm 
bath by the fpace of nine dayes to putrifie, every day ftir- 
ring jt with a wodden ladle four or five times, and cover the 
cucurbiteagain with a tile, fecting a weight of lead uponit, 
at the nine dayes end take your velfel out ofthe Balneo, and 
that which is in it, ftrein itinto an earthen veffell glafed,and 
ftrein it hard untill the matter drie. Then take this dry pouder, 
and put it into his cucurbite,and cover it with atile,and keep it 
ina warm place untill leach you what you fhall doe with it. 

1. The moift liquor which is drawn from it will be red, for 
the’ Element of fire is there prefent with the air and the wa- 
ter, put that liquor into.a cucurbite of ftone, and put ona head, 
and lute it well, and fet it in Badveo with a Receiver well luted, 
and diftill, away all the water, with the air feverally from 


_ the fire in a boyling bath, until there will no more diftil, 


andthe fire will pafle away in the bottome,then take away 
the veffel out of the bath and {top it well untill I teach thee. 
whatis farther co be done. 

2. Then take again the ftone cucurbite wherein your pouder 
is contained, which 1 bad you before to keep, and pour on 
the fireand the aire; and ftir it well with a wooden ladle,and 
fet-ic in a warm bath nine dayes more, and cover it with a 
tile, and ftir it four or five times every day with a ladle as 
you did afore. And when the nine daies are paft, ftrein out. 
that which isinthe Veffel, and pour the liquor into a glafed 
veffel, therefidue of the pouder put into another. veflel, as 
you did before, and keep it fo long untill teach thee how to 
draw out the combuftible oyle. 

3. Then take again the Veffel wherein your. fire. is, and 
mingle your liquor with it which you keep in’ your glafed vet- 
fel, where your fire and aire is, and {et'a head upon the vef- 
fel where your matter is, and Jute it, and fet itin Ba/neo,and 
fet areceiver to the bill of the head; then diftill out the, wae 
ter and air with aboyling bath until no more will diftill, and. 
you fhall havein the receiver water and aire; take them. away, 
and take the Veflel out of Ba/neo, and you fhail find remain- 


mene 


ing in the bottometike thiek Surpentine,and thatis the tle- 
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ment of fire mingled with many-Feces. Now the fireis to 
be feparated from the Feces in this manner,pour on your wa- 
ter and aire uponthat from whence you draw it, and ftir ic 
with a fpoon,and cover itwith atile, and let it fettle four 
dayes , and the Feces will fall into the bottome, and pour 
ont foftly that that is clear into a clean cucurbite, that_no 
Feces paffe;withall ftop the Veffel wherein the Feces areand 
fet itby. But that Veffel that containeth the water fire, and 
aire, fet it in Ba/zeo witha head and receiver fitted and ‘well 
luted ,and diftill che water and aire in that-fame degree. And 
when it will diftill no more, take away the receiver: Letthe 
veffel cool, and you fhall find inthe bottome your fire which 
keep in his veffel well topped, and pour in your water and 
aire again upontheFeces,from whence you did draw them, 
and ftir them with a fpoon, and letit fettle four dayes, then 
pout it out foftly from his Feces into the veffell that hold- 
eth your fire, fothat no, Feces be mingled withall; cover your 
veffell wherein your Feces remain, and fet it up. But your 
Veflel, wherein your water, air, and fire, is fet again in Balneo 
as | fhewed you, and diftill away the water and aire, for they 
two doe alwaies paffe away together, and the fire remaineth 
in the bottome. . Pour onthe water and air again upon the 
Feces, and ftir it with a fpoon, then let it-fettle four dayes, 
( this is now the third repetition, whereby you ‘have feparated 
the water and aire fromthe Feces,) and that which is clear 
pour outinto the Veffel that holdeth your fire. Then put 
yout Feces unto the firft which I bad you keep, inthe which 
your combuftibleoyle is. For now you have drawn your fire 
out of your Feces: therefore diftill your water with the air, 
and when it will diftillno more, take away your Veffell, and 
you fhall finde in the bottome the Element of fire not yet 
pure, but foul and full of dregs, pour on therefore the 
water and air again, and ftir it well with a fpoon or la- 
dle, cover it, and let it ftand, and fettle four dayes, then pour 
outthat which isclear into another clean veffel, and fet afide 
the Veffel wherein your Feces are. Butthe Veffel wherein 

your fire, water, and. oyle are, fet it in Balveo to diftill as 

Jong as it will difti!,then take it out, and’ pour the liquor a 
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- filled into the veffell where yourfeces are, and doe asI taughe 


you to work with the feccs, untill you have your clementof fire 
Without any feculent or groffe fabftance, 

When you have diftilled away the water and air from the fire, 
and fuffered it to fettle four dayes , and that all be clear without 
any feces, then fhall you have your pure fire. Therefore put all 
your feces together unto your firft feces, where your combultbile 
oyleis, Afterward takea great Cucurbite*of glafie; and put all 
your three Elements into ir, and fetit inafhes witha Limbeck 
and a Receiver fitted and luted, and kindlea gentle fire, firftin 
your furnace, and increafe it more and more, untill the fire and ait. 
be paffed,and that your Limbeck begin towax red within. Then 
make the heat of your firemoderate, untill all your element of 
fire bepaffed, and the head red like bloud, and the water and air 
{hall {wim vpon it like oyle: by this meanes thefe three Elements. 
thall be brought to their highelt effence, and be perfectly rectified. 
Take away the Receiver, and ftop it diligently , untillyour earth 
be prepared, and know, that in.the duft and feces there remaineth. 
yet acombuftible oyle, which youmay extract by adifcenfory,if 
you will. It is good againft the cold Gout, for Members benom- 
med, andSinews toomuch mollified. Ifthou be weary of this. 
labour, put this powder or feces into a reverberatory, that they 
may bemingled with a gentle fire, untill ic beas whiteas {now ; 
which being done, put itinto a large cucurbite of ftone, and povr 
on agteat quantity of water twice diftilled, iris not material 
how much water youpour on, and ftir it well with a woodden 
jadle or fpoon five or fixtimes, alwayes cover it diligently with

This 
is fo plainly and. at large fhewed in that Chapter, that will-you, 
nill you, you fhall be inforced to conceive itin, yourmind te 
beleeve it, and to confeffe itto be true: Therefore tt is not 


needfull to reafon much of the force and. qualities oF this 


Quinteffence;but whatfoever difeafe a man be infected withail, 
sive him to.drink with Wine fo much ofthis Quinteffence as 
a nutfhell will hold, and.in fhort {pace he fhall be-Healed; as it 
were miraculoufly, according as the difeafe is, violent or gen- 


«tle. Butif-you give this Quinteflence to drink, mixed with the

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The Spagyrick, Antidotary of the preparation and making of 
Medtcines againf gun-fbot, taken out of the Chirurgery of 
Jofephus Quirfitanus, - 


WT isan old and tr faying of the Poet ; that thereis nothing’ 
more imperious an ignorant man , which thinketh no- 
thing well done, but that -hedoth himfelf, which thing, asit 
may be feen inmany other Afts, yet moft efpecially in this, 
which is called the Spagyrick Art. Forwe fee ‘every where cer- 
tain men:, I know not what they be, puffed up with cettain 
barbarous and foolith pride, which with Steat fcorne inveigh’ 
againft thofe Medicines whichare drawn out of the metalline 
Mines: which notwithftanding itis appatent were in ufe and 
had in great eftimation with the cheif antient Phifittans, as 
we have declared in that book, which we have fet forth of the: 
Spagyrick preparation of Medicines: And what, pray you, is’ 
thecaufe of this anger, orrather madneffe, but that (as they 
themfelves confeffe.) they know not the preparation of them? 


*. O happy Arts , if onely Artificers might judge of them,as Fa- 


biyg ASreported fometimiesto have faid: Then are they. un-: 
happy, of whom the ignorant and unlearned fear not fo rath- 
ly to give judgement,which neveryet undérftood from whence, 
or why, thisis called the Spagyrick Art, which learned men of 
two greek words have fonamed; becaufe by that Art a certain 


fybtill and fpiricuall nature is drawn,cathered, and preffed ont, * 


wherein.the force and effe@ of the Medicine doth cheifly con-- 
fift; the great and incomparable, commodity whereof,” as it: 
appeareth in many other difeafes, fo fhall itcheifly be known 
in curing wounds by gun-fhor: AsI trult (God willing ) it: 
fhall much more happily be tried ‘and found.out, by thepre-: 
parations of Medicines animall, vegetable, and minerall, and: 
by. other Effences-drawn out of Mercury, Sulphur, Vitriol:' 
Arfenick, Iron, Copper, Lead, and Litarge, and alfo out of - 
Antimony , and {uch other minerals , as alfo out of the sroffe 


sand fat bodies of fimple'metals, of whom it is farre off. that 


the force fhould be fo ‘great ( although rhe antient Phifitians 
haveufed them to cure Wounds and: Ulcers , as MS i 
Mag a o€ 
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doe teftifie ) asthe force of their fpirits, which may be calleds - 
as it were, theirfoules. Put peradventure fome of thofe back» 
biters will fay, why are not we content: with thofe Medicines 
and Remedies, which the learned Antiquity hath delivered 
unto us, and that Hyppoerates and Gallen, thé antient Pillars of 
our Art, and others, have fet forthin their Monuments ? why 
feek we new wayes never heard of before , ,efpecially unknown 
to the Apothecaries ? But fome .of us will.anfwer , thatthe 
onely remedy of Mercury precipitate, is the onely remedy (to 
paflé over other ) which very lately they have begun to ufe 
in curing of Woundsby gun-fhot , and other maligne Ulcers, 
were fufficient to anfwer this their queftion,yea,and to reprove 
theirfolly joyned with intollerable pride. Butif authority be 
asked for,l think Gefner, Guinter, Andernack,Severine, (to paffe © 
over'a great many other) will be for us of great authority with 
the learned, as thefe flanderers ; efpecially, becaufe the learn- 
ing: of thefe famous men is confirmed by their learned Wri- 
tings:and Monuments, that thofe tongues might count it a 
sreat honour unto them, to confeffe themfelves their Schol-. 
jers.. It were eafie forme to bring forth many: other,argu- ” 
ments, ifl did not fcethe folly of thefe back-biters to be fo 
great, whereof trulyI am afhamed’, efpecially when! behold - 
fome of their books lately fer forth, wherein, contrary to the 
urpofe ofthe Treatife, ftrange things are inforced,. that (as ~ 
the old Proverb faith ) the ointment feemeth to confift.in 
nothing , as thoughthey pertain to the purpofed treating of 
curing the Gout, certain invective digreflions I ‘know not — 
what of the beginning of things, of the original of metals and 
Philofophers {tone ( which ofthem is called -Aforofophpcus.) 
or did in any point feemto agree with it.*. Therefore: again 
and againl aminforced to cry out,-O. happy Arts, if onely 
Artificers might judge of them. -- How farre unlike was. the — 
purpofe of many-oldmen, the which ifthey were ignorant of — 
any thing, which they underftood .was.known of others, even 
in farre diftant Countries,-they. {pared no Jabourto goe fee 
thém: P/ato inflamed withdefire to’ learn thofe things which. 
he knew not, wentinto e4gypt, and after to Zarentam, to Ar- 


chitas, and over all Jealy, - to hear the other Pythagorical Phi- 
lofophers, .

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fofophers :' Apallonius Tyanius travelied through the king® 
dome of Perfiz; and paffed over the Mountain Caucafas, and 
vifited the Albanes,Scythians ) Maffagers, and.all the tich king- 
domes of India ; afterwatdswas carried unto the Brachmanes, 
and heard Fareha in his chaire of gold difputing of the hidden

4 Bs dregs of Wine or crude Tartar brought into pouder, 
put into a Retort of claffe or earth with his Recipient, 
make fire by degrees as is done to the making of ftrong wa- 
ter, there will rife great plenty of white fpirits, which will 
turn into water,and thick ftmking oyle, feparate the oyle by 
a Funnel, and keep it to your ule. 

But the Salt of Tartar you fhalldraw out of the Feces(which 
they call the dead head ) which are left in the Retort. Thofe 
‘ou fhall diffolve in warm water, and after filter that which 
is diffulved twice or thrice, coagulate it at the fire ‘by va- 
pouring away the water, and the falt will remain in the bot- 
tome of the veffel, which if you again diffolve and coagu- 
late divers times, you fhall purge it clear like Chriftall. 

This Chriftaline faltif you put it into.a glaffe, and fet: it in 
a Wine cellar or other moift place, within few dayes it will 
refolve into a clear oyle, very excellent ‘to cleanfe the {pots 
and ulcers of the face. | 

Take crude Tartar. tbii. Salt-Peter, Sale of Soot, of the Fe- 
cés of Vinegar, ana four ounces, Caleis Vive, fix ounces, all 


broken very fimal! put into a veffell not glafed, but well ftop- 


ped. Calcine it twelve hours, diffolve that that 1s calcined in 
warm water, and diftill ic by filcer, after coagulate it, and 
cleanfe it again, repeating three times your calcinations, dif- 
folutions, and coagulations ; then put all into a Limbeck,and 
put on diftilled vinegar thatit be covered four fingers. Di- 
fill the Vinegat in Balzeo M. and: there will come forth a 
fweet liquor, then pour on the Vinegar again to diftill, this do 
fo long untill it be no more fweet but four, as 
poured icon firft, and fo rife inthe Limbeck.

hot oyle, the commodities whereofcan fcareely be. declared. 


After the fame manner ifyou will, you may diftill all th 
Nn. falt 
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{alt of Tartar bya Limbeck, whereof you fhall mike a mot 
excellent and wholfome ojle. 

Vinegar being diftilled bya Limbeck, the Feces remain in 
the bottome of the Veffelljwhich fir dried; afterward with 
a violent fire; if they be driven out by a Retort, there comerh 
forth a'very red and ‘fharp-oyle. Then if you doe again dif. 
folve the dead’ head or Feces in warm water, filcer,-and coa-

Take Butter firft molten inwhite Wine, and them diftill ic. 
with amean fire’, and there will diftill out an oyle greatly 
fwaging paines and fupplying : So fhall you make oyle of 
Larde and all greafes. 

Take ahundred yolks of Eggs firft fodden hard, put them 
‘nto a Cucurbite,and make fire by degrees, firft there will come 
out a water’; after-a yellowifh oyle {wimming upon the water, 
faftathick oyle: The watetis good for all {pots in the face, 
the oyleto appeafe all griefs and aches. 

Boile Crevefes in water of Orpine in a double veffell well 
ftopped one whole day ; after diftillit, pouring the water three 
times upon the feces, then let it be kept, itis very good for in- 
flammations, burnings, and the Carcynomata. 

The fperme or feed of Frogs is gathered in the moneth of 
March,and is diftilled by a elaffe Limbek, and thereofis drawn 
a water very commodious for inflammations and burnings. 

Eggfhels,or the fhells of Snailes,are reverberated ina fharp 
fire three dayes, untill they be brought into a very white 
Calce; but if they be fprinkled with Vinegar whileft they 
are calcined, the Calce will be the lighter, and apter to work 


his force. 
Mercury fir(t wafhed and prepared, according to Gebers 


-prefcription , diffolve with the double weight of common 


Strong-water, then diftillic four times, and pout it fo. often 
again upon the feces, and fo itis brought into a very red pow- 
der, out of the which, being reverberate at the fire, and drawn 
away, the fpirits of the Strong-water, which otherwife would 
move great pain; butit werebetter, ifit were wafhed: with» 
the flesm of Allum and Vinegar diftilled, and the water of 
Eggs, for by that meanes the ‘harpneffe is taken away. 

But it is better to prepare Mercury with often {ublimations, 
and. to fix it being quickened again, and purged ‘rom his fil- 
thy earth and fuperfluous humidity, with che water which -we 
have defcribed inthe book, by me publifhed, ofthe Spagyrick 
preparation : butifallmen doe not underftand that deferipti- 
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on forthe dark words of Art , it thal! nothe incommodions 
‘to fixthe Mercury with common Strong Water, three times 
poured on and drawn away, and to bring it into a ted powder, 
and: that with: a fafficient violent fire, that all the fharpneffe 
and venome of the menftrew may be drawn away, which fhalf 
much the better be done, if this water following be mingled 
with it, and-by often diftillstion feparated. 

Take of diftilled Vinegar fb, ii. {. the flesm of Allum f6. i.€. 
calx of Egpthels $. vi. diftill all-til] itbe dry: Take of this 
water fb. it. of Mercury precipitate as before ib. i. mingle all 
well according to art, diftillit by a Limbeck, pouring the wa- 
ter again untothe feces three times ; laft of all, drive all out 

untilit/be dry,and there will remain a powder in the bottom, 
which grinde upon a Marble,. and put it into a Limbeck, pou- 
ting on'the water aforefaid, which you fhall three times diftill 
from the feces as before : Laftly, the Mercury precipitate muft 
be circulated with an alcool of Wine 24. houres: then diftilf 
away the {pirit of Wine that the matter may dry , then pour 
on new again, and circulate and diftillit as before, and that 
doe four or five times, and then you have attained the perfect 
preparation of Mercury, whofequalities cannot be fufficiently 
commended in curing of fundry difeafes, efpeciaily of the Pox, 
whether it be. taken by the mouth, or applyedto the place 
wreived. ©. : 
x Make Amalgama with 3. iii. of Mercury crude, and 21, of 
the beft Linne.;. {pread thisupon a plate of iron,and ferit in a 
morft place,and all will diffolve into oyle,itis alfo made with 
Mercury alone, and a plate of Tinne. 

Mercury, as the manner is, three times fublimed with Salt of 

Vitriol, at the laftis mingled with the like portion of {alt Ay- 
_ montack., and again fublimed three or four times, alf chat fub- 
limate ts diffolved into oyle , out of which the {pirit of the fale 
Armoniack 1$to be drawn away ; -circulate all with the Effence 
of Wine, and diftill it fo fong,untill the oyle have loft his heat 
and fharpnefle, and the 4;mmiackbe feparated. eee 

It isalfo reduced by it felfinto an oyle, with a very foft hear 
of an Athanor, by long diftance of time. 

Sublime Mercury fo often, with the fimple Calx of Pegs 

x : we i 
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well prepared, untiflit be utterly extin@; to thismixture pour 
Vinegar diftilled, afcool fated, thatie may cover it four .fin- 
gers; diftil che liquor from the feces four or five times, until’ 
the Mercury be come into a_ very red powder,. which you thall 
circtilate with an‘alcool of Wine in aPellican eight. dayes, 
feparate the alcool by a Limbeck; and. there will remain in the 
bottome, the moft pretious and {weet Balm of Mercury: It 
healeth all defperate Ulcers,and alfo carbunculam in vefica, and 
greatly helpeth thefe Wounds by-gun-fhor. — All other prepa- 
rationsof Mercury, andthe manner ‘of ufing it, you fhall ga- 
ther out of the book which we lately fet forth. 

Upon the filings of iron often wafhed with {alt water, pour 
fharp Vinegar, that it may cover it four fingers, fetit upon 
warm afhes eight dayes, every day moving the matter, and 
feparating the Vinegar which will be coloured, and pouring on 
again new, and thatfo long, till the Vinegar be no. more co- 
loured, which being vapoured away, take the powder that re- 
matneth in the bottome, and fublime it with alike portion of 
Armoniack; the fame fublimate you fhal! return again fo often 
upon hisfeces, and fublime again untill there appear the co- 
lour ofa Rubie; then caft allinto f{calding water, chat the 
falt may diffolve them, by and by. put co cold water, andthe 
Balm of Wars willreft in the bortome like the calx of Gold; 
pour away the water,and put to frefh again, that the Balm may 
be made {weet. 2) Cop Bet 

Of this with the’ fpirit of Wine alcelizat by circulations, 
you fhall maké dred oyle, moft excellent for all inward-Hes 
meroides, oriffues of blood, andto ftrengthen the bowels, if 
one drop be mixed with conferve of Rofes, or Confery, orgi+ 
ven with Wine. 2 . 

The filings of Iron firft well wafhed, you fhall calcine with 
the flower of Sulphur, ordiffolve with Strong Water, then 
pour on very fharp Vinegar, and fet irina warm place: cer= 
tain dayes, then reverberate it with an open‘fire, as:Act coms 
mandeth , ‘one whole day ,. gathering alwayes the flowers: 
which remain above,untill all be converted into a'very redand_ 
light powder. | | 

After the: fame manner you fhall-make the Balmg, ee ; 
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and Crocus of Copper, out of the which, with the four flame 
of Vitriol, circulating all artificially, youfhall drawa ble v- 
ifh Vitriol, whofe qualities we have defcribed in another 
place. | 

Out:of Saturne calcined is drawn a fweetifh falt in Balzeo 
with diftilled Vinegar , pouring itfo often upon the Feces un- 
till itdraw no more: The menftrew evaporated, the falt re- 
maineth in the bottome, which by. often diffolutions, and coa- 
sulations, ismade Chriftaline, and afterward eafily diflolved 
into oyle, being fet in a moift place. But if you circulate this 
Chriftaline falt-in a Pellican, with the alcool] of Wine fifteen 
dayes, and after take away the menftrew by-diftillation, and - 
put to new Wineand circulate it, putting to a fit dofe of chri- 
ftaline falt of Tartar,you fhall makea Balm fweeter then Sugar, 
which will marvelloufly prevail againft all maligne Ulcers and 
difeafes of the eyes. 

Deco@ Antimony made in powder, with a capitall Lie pre- 
prepared of Tartar calcined, and Sope afhes, and quick Lime, 
the {pace of one hour, then letit cool, pouring uponit alittle 
Vinegar, and there will appear a certain redneffe {wimming 
upon it, which you fhall gather ; then again let it boil for one 
hour or two, again let it cool,and gather that which fwimmeth 
up; doe this fo often, uutilthere appear no more redneffe ; 
for it is the Sulphur of Antimony,which dried at a foft fire,you 
fhall keep it to good ufes. 

Mingle Antimony with Sugar and Allum, and put all into 
a Retort of glaffe , make.a foft fire for four or five lioures, 
afterward increafe it, and there will come out an Oyle red 
like bloud: it isalfo done with Mercury fublimate, but great 
heed is to be taken, left any errour be committed in the degree 
of fire. : ; 

Boi! Sulphur prepared with oyle-of Linfeed, with a very foft 
fire,and it will be like bloud- congealed: Letthe matter cool, 
putit into aRetort, and giveit fire, and there will diftil outa 
very red oyle of Sulphur : Iris alfo done, if you mingle Bran 
with your Sulphur and difti it. 

Take of Sulphur Vivum P.i. with which mingle, with a foft 


fire, fosmuch pure Vitriol molten, that it may be one peed 
| itil 
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diftil this by a Difcentory, and there will defcend a red oyle 
into the Receiver. 

If tb. i. of the flower. of Sulphur be mixed with it. or iit. Tb. 
of oyle of Turpentine in adry heat, the flowers will diffolve 
into ared oyle; then the menftrew rightly and artificially fe- 
parate, circulate the rubin of Sulphur with the Alcool of Wine 
eight dayes , and you fhall have oyle of Sulphur that hath the 
qualities of the natural Balm. 

The four oyle of Sulphur ismade by Sulphur, by fetting it 
ona fire, and hanging overit a bell, or.a large glaffe head, to 
keep the vapours which are converted into that four oyle. 

Put Vitriol beaten into powder into a Cucurbite, giving it 
a fire of the fecond degree, and.there will iffue afour water, 
which is called the flegm of Vitriol. 

Take the Feces which remaineth in the bottome of the 
veffel, whichis called Colcotbar, ftampthat, and if you mtn- 
gle flints withal, with a.violent fire, there will come out a red 
oyle. 
It is alfo made with the fimple Colcorhar, driven out with a 
violent fire three dayes {paces and there will come forth a very 
hot oyle, whichis made fweet by circulation, with f{pirit of 
Wine tartarizated. 3 ‘ 

_. Butif the Colcothar be diffolved in. warm water, and the red- 
neffe in it feparated, and the watef.evapourated, the Colcothar 
will remain fweetifh.; that which remaineth, the rednefle be- 
ing taken away, iscalled CretaVitrioli. 

Buc if Vitriol be drawn by the ninth, a Limbeck pouring on 
alwayes the liquor uponthe dead head,and after circulating all 
by the {pace of eight dayes,you fhall have'the fpirit of Vitriol, 
very profitable for many.things.. . | ; , 

The flegm of Allium. ismade like the flegm of Vitriol, 

But Allum is prepared, if the fegm be five times poured up- 
onthe Feces, out of whichit was drawn and diftilled,laft ofall 
dry out all the flegm until it be dry. 

Make Brine of Sale , into which caft hot ‘burnings ftones 
that they may be imbibed, thofe ftones fo imbibed, put into a 
Retort,giving fire by degrees, there will comeforth a very hot -

Aurum vite is made many waies, for being calcined after 
the Spagyrick manner, itis made light and. fpungeous; which 
cannot be reduced again, from which with diftilled Vinegar 
is drawn.a falt in Ba/neo, whofe qualittes by circulations with 
the fpirit of Wineare fo increafed, that they feem to be ih- 
credible for the curing of innumerable difeafes. 

Calcine gold made into thin plates fo oft with Salt prepa- 
rate ( by a Philofophical calcination) untill it be made unpal- 
pable, the fale by difloluttons being feparate from the Alcool 
of gold ; then calcine it again with very white fugred fale,/ 
and to this mixture pour of the fpirit of alcoolyzat, which 
is proper fale, according to the precepts of Art,that it may 
cover it over oely four fingers, then fet on fire, that the 
Alcool may burn, and this you fhall doe oftentimes, then 
pour on new Alcool of Wine, and circulate all rightly and de- 
cently the fpace of four daies.
